THE TURKISH QUESTION. 


Tue Sultan has proved firmer than Russia anticipated. THe has 
definitively refused the ultimatum of the Czar, and Prince 
Menschikoff has left Constantinople. All Europe is anxious to 
know what will be the next movement. The sensitive Bourse of 
Paris imagines that nothing less than a European war will be the 
result. Consternation prevails among the monied classes in that 
capital. So unusual is the excitement, that M. Granier de Cas- 
sagnac—the avowed spokesman, or penman of the French Govern- 
ment—has received orders to rebuke the Parisians for the senseless 
panic that has possessed them. In London, speculators, though 
sufficiently accessible to the influence of facts, and even rumours of 
great political importance, look upon this matter with more calm- 
ness than the Parisians, and scarcely anticipate so calamitous a 
catastrophe, Yet it must be owned that the situation is one of 
extreme peril, It has hitherto been the custom to extol the Em- 
peror of Russia for his prudence and moderation. Within the 
last ten or twelve years he has given more than one proof of the 
possession of these high qualities. It cannot, however, be 
admitted that his present conduct towards the Sultan 
partakes, to the smallest extent, of either of them. Immo- 
derate and imprudent are the very mildest epithets that 
ean be employed to designate the demands which Prince 
Menschikoff was instructed to urge. No Monarch with a 
particle of manly or independent feeling, or with the slightest 
appreciation of the rights and dignity of the nation which he 
governs, could have acceded to a claim so preposterous as the 
Protectorate of an alien and inimical power over so large a 
portion of his subjects. The refusal of the Sultan, whatever may 
be the consequences, will raise him in the estimation of all 
Europe. ; ‘ 

It is an old and trite proverb, that it is much easier to begin a 
quarrel than to end one. It is probable that the Emperor of Russia 
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will discover the truth of this saying to his cost, whether the result 
of his intemperance towards Turkey be peace or war. If his object 
be peace, he has gone too far to escape, or even to recede without 
considerable difficulty, from the dilemma into which he has thrust 
himself, If his object be war, the chances of the issue are so 
terribly against him, notwithstanding the apparent weakness of 
the Turkish empire, that the world would be more justified in 
questioning his sanity than his prudence, if he finally deter- 
mined to risk a European convulsion at such a time, for such a 
cause, and under so unjustifiable and outrageous a pretext. 

But it is not alone the Czar that is to blame, The Emperor of 
the French is almos!, if not quite, as much to be condemned for 
the unhappy turn which affairs have taken. Had Napoleon III. 
not himself urged inopportune claims against Turkey, had he 
not manifested so keen a desire to court a Russian alliance—had 
he not resorted to diplomatic arts and manceuvres to obtain so 
poor a tribute to his vanity as an autograph letter of congratulation 
from the Emperor Nicholas—had he not shown too palpably his 
sentimental sympathy with those military and prejudiced French- 
men who look with hatred on the English nation, the Emperor of 
Russia would have been more cautious and temperate in his pro- 
ceedings against the Sultan. It was Louis Napoleon that fanned 
the flame of his ambition. With disunion or discord between the 
Governments of Great Britain and France, the Russian Emperor 
rightly deemed that Turkey might fall an easy prey. The estrange- 
ment or hostility of two such nations is the hope and the oppor- 
tunity of Absolutism. The unprovoked and unjustifiable 
insult which Austria has simultancously offered to the Swiss 
Confederation, betrays as clearly as the Turkish imbroglio the 
animus of the despotic powers. There is reason to believe, how- 


ever, that both of these assaults upon inoffending nations will | 


prove to have been miscalculations, and that the aversion once 
entertained by the French Emperor towards an, English alliance 
has given way to a sounder policy, The Turkish Govern- 


ment, in the unexpected vigour which it has displayed, has re- 
ceived the cordial support of the British Ambassador at Con- 
stantinople. We learn from a statement made to the House of 
Commons by Lord J. Russell, that Lord Stratford de Redcliffe 
has acted throughout these delicate and difficult negotiations in 
perfect accordance with the Ambassador of France. We infer, 
and every circumstance that transpires tends to confirm the belief; 
that as much cordiality exists between the two Governments as be- 
tween the two Ambassadors. If such be the case, the Russian Emperor 
will scarcely venture upon a conflict in which Turkey would have 
two such defenders, to say nothing of the strong current of sym- 
pathy which throughout all Europe, except in the councils of one 
or two absolute Sovereigns, would declare itself against him. 
Strong as his cupidity may be—anxious as he may feel to draw 
the sword, and to seize the long-coveted provinces, and the capital 
of his neighbour—he will pause ere he encounter so heavy a 
responsibility. France, as all the world knows, has long 
been, upon the war footing, ready for any emergency. 
Great Britain, it appears, is in the same position. Great 
military authorities declare that our army is at a high 
point of efficiency, and Admiral Napier, a naval authority, 
than whom we possess none more competent to form an opinion, 
assures us that our navy was never in a better state than now. It 
is to be hoped that the services of neither will be required, not for 
the sake of one country only, but for the sake of all 
Europe,_and for the great interests of civilisation and 
humanity that would be imperilled by a war. The situa- 
tion is, indeed, a critical one. When we think what 
mighty issues depend upon the temper and the fallible 
judgment of one man, we catnot but dread that the temper may 
be unfortunately excited, and the fallible judgment misdirected— 
hy pride upon the one hand, and by ambition upon the other. 
Whatever may ensue, a good understanding between England 
and France will prevent the success of a coup de main upon Con- 
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stantinople, should so desperate an expedient enter into the mind of 
the Russian Emperor, But this is not iikely. The present cost would 
be too great, and the future issues too uncertain. And although 
Prince Menschikoff has departed from Constant‘nople with as ill a 
grace as he entered it, to carry to his master the disagreeable intelli- 
gence that Turkey yet aspiresto stand erect, and the Sultan to have 
2 will of his own, the astuteness of diplomacy will probably discover 
some medium by which Turkey may concede a little, and the 
Emperor withdraw from an untenable position without any fatal 
wound to the dignity of either party. The more firmly England and 
France hold together, the more easy such a solution will prove. If 
Louis Napoleon act rightly in this mattter he will achieve what 
is far higher than a stroke of policy—he will perform an act 
of wisdom of which the results will not be measured in a day. 
Although he has made himself an absolute Sovereign, his name, 
the traditionary policy of his family, and the true interests of 
France, make him the ally of this country. France, no less than 
Great Britain, is the natural opponent of every despotie state in 
Europe that seeks to overstep its recognised territorial limits, or 
to attack the rights of any free or independent nation. 


NEW ARCTIC EXPEDITION IN SEARCH OF 
SIR JOHN FRANKLIN, IN H.M.S.S. “ PHGENIX.” 


Tur Government are losing no opportunity for continuing the search for 
Sir John Franklin and his gallant companions, in eyery quarter where 
there seems to be the slightest prospect of success. Towards the 
cluse of last year—the authorities having received numerous voluntary 
applications from parties intimating their willingness to join any further 
expeditions they might be disposed to make for that object—her Majesty’s 
screw steamer Phenix was ordered to be commissioned and prepared for 
a voyage to the Arctic regions, ana the command of her given to the 
enterprising Captain Inglefield, who in the Jsabel, last year, at great

personal expense, made a short but most interesting voyage in the direc- | 


tion which he will now follow up in the Phenix. This vessel has been 
joined by Lieut. Bellot, of the French navy, who accompanied Mr. 
Kennedy in Lady Franklin's vessel, the Prince Albert, and has now 
volunteered to proceed again to the ice-fields in the Phenix. 

The expedition left Sheerness on the 19th ult., for Stromness, in the 
Orkneys, where it was to remain for a short time previous to leaving for 
the Arctic Regions. The Phenix was accompanied by her Majesty's 
steam-ship Barracouta, having the Diligence transport in tow with stores. 
Previously to her leaving the river, magnetical and astronomical ob- 
servations were made at Greenhithe, where her compasses were adjusted ; 
and similar observations will be made at Stromness, Whale Fish Islands, 
Disco, Cape Riley, and Cape Walsingham—these places being in her 
route to Beechy Island, whither she will proceed, leaving the Diligence 
at Disco, in charge of Lieut. Elliott. On the arrival of the Phenix at 
Beechy Island she will deposit the stores there which she takes out for 
the relief of Sir I. Belcher’s expedition ; she will then return to Disco, 
and transfer 400 tons of coal at present on board the Diligence to her- 
self; and then prozeed to explore Cumberland Sound, and carry on’ to 
the westward as far as Repulse Bay, the north side of which has not 
yet been searched for the missing Expedition. Should Captain Ingle- 
field find no trace of Sir John Franklin in that direction, he will return 
through Cumberland Straits, and proceed up Smith’s Sound, to follow 
out the traces of open water which he discovered there last year during 
his voyage in the Jsabel, already noticed; and the stay of the Phenix 
in those regions will depend in a great measure on the discoveries which 
may be made by her commander. 

The equipments of the Phenix are of the most perfect description, and 
on her trial of speed at the measured mile in Sea Reach, averaged up- 
wards of seven knots per hour with everything on board. 

Captain Penny will shortly leave England in the Lady Frani-lin 
sailing vessel, accompanied by the Sophia, to form a colony cn the shores 
of Cumberland Sound, where the Esquimaux have reported there is 
abundance of plumbago, copper, and other minerals; and any letters 
or parcels for Captain Inglefield’s expedition, if sent by Captain Penny, 
will be delivered to the Phenix when returning from her search up 
Cumberland Sound. 


NAVAL AND MILITARY INTELLIGENCE. 


PW Tus Cuayyer Freet.—Ther is no truth whatever in the 
report that Rear-Admiral Corry and his ships have been sent to the Me- 
diterranean to reinforce Viee-Admiral Dundas’s fleet. Kear-Admiral 
Corry is on a cruise of six weeks in the Channel, and he has no orders to 
pass through the Straits of Gibraltar. We shall most likely next hear 
trom his squadron from Lisbon.— Morning Herald, 

Portsmoun, May 31.—Her Majesty’s screw guard-ship 
Blenheim, 60, Captain Henderson, C.B., steamed out of Portsmouth har- 
bour to Spithead last night, on sudden orders. Her Majesty’s screw guard- 
ship La Hogue, 60, Captain Ramsay, arrived at Spithead this day at noon, 
from Plymouth, and anchored. 

Tue Command-in-Chief on the South Pacific station is re- 
rorted to be conferred on Sir James Sterling, Rear-Admiral of the Blue. 
reLeving Rear-Admiral Moresby. The President, 50 gun frigate, is ordered 
to be equipped at Chatham as the flag-ship. 

Tur Bencai Presmency.—Major-General the Hon. George 
Anson, M.P., has been appointed to succeed Major-General Sir Joseph 
‘Thackwell, G.O.B., as Commander-in-Chief of the Presidency of Bengal, 
Major-General Anson will leave ~— for the seut of hiscommand by 
an early mail, accompanied by the Hon. Mrs. Anson and family. 


Rorat Artittery.—Colonel C. C. Dansey, C.B., having re- 
turned to England on sick leave, Colonel Henry William Gordon will 
proceed from Woolwich to Gibraltar, to take the command of the Royal 
Artillery at that important station, 

A SHAM FIGHT willtake place on Roborough-down, about eight 
miles from Plymouth, on Monday, in which all the troops in garrison 
will take part, under the command of General Sir Harry Smith. 

New Kwarsacx.—The Master-General of the Ordnance has 
approved of a knap:ack of much smaller dimensions being issued to the 
corps than the kind hitherto used; and a great part of the kit at present 
carried by the men will be placed in a canvas bag, and carried on the 
baggege-waggons, or other conveyance. ‘This new arrangement is cer- 
tainly a great improvement. 

Ir has been reported at the naval clubs at the West-end that 
Rear-Admiral Sir Charles Napier will proceed to the Mediterranean, to 
serve as second in command on that station, in consequence of the present 
aspect of aflairs at Constantinople.

AMERICAN STEAM-Yacut.—A splendid specimen of Ame- 
rican naval architecture arrived at Southampton on Wednesday morning, 
in the shape of a large steaming yacht, of very great burden, built under 
the superintendence and fer Commodore Vanderbelt, a large merchant 
and shipbuilder of New York, and named the North Star. This noble 
veesel is 260 feet on the keel, 270 feet on the spar deck, and 13 feet from 
fioor timber to lower deck beams. Her whole depth is 28 feet 6 inches. 
Her two engines, which were made by T. F. Secon, of the Allaire works, are 
vron the lever-beam principle, with cylinders 60 inches, length of stroke, 
10 feet; diameter of wheels, 34 feet. All her fittings are of the most su- 
yerb and complete style, and every arrangement for conifort has been 
studied. To give some notion of this fine vessel, we may observe that she 
is larger and of greater power than her Majesty’s own Royal yacht, the 
Victoria and Albert. She cost 500,000 dollars, and her weekly expenses 
dre aLout £350, exclusive of fuel. The crew consists of nearly 100 men, 
including officers, seamen, engineers, firemen, ke. Through the kindness 
of the owner, the public will be admitted to view this yacht during her 
stay at Southampton, which is expected to be about ten days. In the 
meantinie it is the intention of the passengers, who consist of the owner 
and his relatives and friends, in number twenty-five, to visit the rincipal 
lions of England—Liverpool, London, &c. ‘Ihe North Star will then visit 
St. Petersburgh; and, after a short time, will go to the Mediterranean, 
calling at Liston, Gibraltar, Malta, &c.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


FRANCE. 


(From our own Correspondent.) 
| Parts, Thursday. 


The panic at the Bourse, caused by the report that the Russians had 
crossed the Pruth, has been most violent ; and, though the best-informed 
and most reasoning men here persist in believing in the continuance of 
peace, and in the pacific arrangement of the affair, thanks to the 
entente cordiale so distinctly established between England and France, 
it abates nothing of its terror, and the consequences are most injurious. 


The withdrawal of the project for re-establishing the pain of death, 
or rather the modification of it, for political offences, has produced a 
certain satisfaction as far as the fact goes, but so far from reconciling the 
feelings of the French people to the proposers of it, it is considered 
merely as an acknowledgement of weakness; all the odium being re- 
tained without the securing of the advantages that they supposed it was 
to bring with it. 

The presence of the Duke of Genoa has, of course, led to a variety of 
fétes and gaieties in the Court and official circles. On Friday a magnifi- 
cent dinner, followed by a soirée dansante, were offered to the distinguished 
guest by the Princess Mathilde. On the preceding day he dined at St. 
Cloud (whither the Court has retired) ; and en Sunday the Emperor passed 
a grand review on the plain de Satory, accompanied by the Duke, after 
which followed the grandes eaux at Versailles. The enjoyment of the 
spectacle was, however, considerably impaired by the rivalry of the 
skies, which, resolved not to be outdone by art, treated the spectators to 
an exhibition of les grandés eau» de la nature with a liberality with 
which they would gladly have @ispensed. A steeple-chase at La Marche 
constituted a part of the day’s entertainment; and, in spite of the tor- 
rents of rain which fell at intervals, it was numerously attended. 

The ball at the British Embassy in celebration of the Queen's birth- 
day, was certainly calculated to satisfy those who clamoured loudest at 
the report that only a dinner was to be given on the occasion. Nothing 
was wanting to render it most brilliant. Besides the handsome salons 
of the Ambassade, a temporary building was erected in the garden, the 
decorations of which, especially a number of pendant corbeilles, filled 
with illuminated flowers, were singularly novel and beautiful. We are 
informed, on credible authority, that the féte cost £2000. 

Notwithstanding the rain on Sunday, the Féte Dieu was, in some 
parts of Paris, celebrated with considerable magnificence. The Made- 
leine was adorned with great richness; and the outer gallery or colon- 
nade which runs round the church, and through whieh the religious 
procession passed, was hung with crimson draperies ; while, at the back 
of the church, an altar, covered with holy emblems, offerings, and 
flowers, was exposed to view. At the Batignolles, also, the decorations 
and procession were very effective. 

A fact relative to the strictness of Court etiquette kept up here at pre- 
sent seems to us amusingly characteristic. .M. Félix, the coiffeur of the 
Enipress, is never permitted to attend on her Majesty but in full Court 
suit: the combination of the sword at the side and thé comb in hand, 
struck us as singularly felicitous. 

The Minister of the Interior has just conferred on Madame De Balzac, 
the mother of the celebrated novelist, an annual pension of £20, a 
measure highly to be commended, and much approved in literary circles, 

The Opéra Italien gave, a few nights since, a représentation extraordi- 
naire, for the benefit of Madame Maria Martinez, the soi-disant black 
Malibran, which, thanks to the exertions of everybody except the he- 
roine in question, had a considerable success. A charming little piece, 
with materials for a five-act melodrame, compressed into the space of 
a proverbe, written by Mdlle. Augustine Brohan, whose talents 
for writing for the stage appear to be nearly equal to her 
powers for acting on it, had the honours of the evening. 
A concert followed, in which MM. Samary, Guglielmi, and Brignoli; 
Mesdames Laborde, E. Grisi, and Virginie Huet, performed; Mdme. 
Lagrange was rapturously applauded in the Hungarian air, which has 
had such a prodigious success all through the season; and an infant 
rredigy, a pianiste of twelve years old, Tito Mattei, really performed in 
a manner worthy of a remarkable artist of any age. » An interlude dis- 
played the talentsof Mdme. Guy Stephan and M. Massol, both dancers, 
who have acquired a perfection in the style and execution of Spanish 
dancing rarely attained by foreigners. En nt, we may mention that 
the Grand Opera is preparing a Spahish ballet for Mdme. Guy Stephan. 
‘lke entertainment concluded by the appearance of Mdme. Maria 
Martinez, whom a sudden hoarseness rendered mute, en danseuse, instead 
of en cantatrice; she performed a zapateado, which the audience, being 
indulgently disposed to take the will. the deed, accepted with 
amenity. The admirers of genuine Spanish dancing will learn 
with pleasure that the celebrated Petra Camora, whose perform- 
ences last year had so signal a success, is shortly expected 
to arrive, accompanied by a troupe of fourteen of her com- 
patriots, and to appear~at the Gymnase in a ballet, entitled 
“Les Folies a’Espagne.” At the Opéra Comique, the old opera of 
“ L’Epreuve Villageois,” of Grétry, retouched by Auber, has many 
edmirers. The new work of M. Haltvy, “ Le Nabob,” is in rehearsal 
et the same theatre. “ Les Giuvres du Démon,” at the Gaité, is a 
melodrama of great force, variety, and interest, well stuffed with 
horrors. Our space will not admit of a description of the plot, which 
is ample and complicated, At the Ambigu Comique, a most effective 
fairy piece, entitled ‘ Le Ciel et ’Enfer,” draws good audiences. The 
principal réle is performed by Charles Lemaitre, the son of the inimi- 
table Frederick Lemaitre, a young actor of great promise. 

‘the brochure of the Marquis de Larochejaquelein, rejecting in the 
most energetic terms the idea of a fusion between the two branches, 
end his horror as a Legitimist of all that concerns the house of Orleans, 
creates a most lively sensation. 


FRANCE. 

A panic prevailed at the Bourse on Tuesday, occasioned by the semi- 
cflicial announcement of the arrival of the French fleet at Constanti- 
nople. It was further stated that General Jomini, one of the aides-de- 
camp of the Emperor Nicholas, had been recalled from Paris to St. 
Petersburg. The Three per Cents, which opened at 79f. fell subse- 
quently to 7Sf., at which they closed for the end of the month. The 
utmost conste)nation prevailed, and it was nearly impossible to find 
buyers for rentes or railway shares at almost any price. On Wednesday 
an extraordinary change took place. A private telegraphic despatch 
was shown, dated Trieste, the 31st May, announcing the arrival at 
Constantinople of Count Nesselrode from Russia. This was regarded as 
a concession on the part of the Emperor of Russia, and purchasers pre- 
sented themselves in crowds. The Three per Cents opened at 78f., and 
rose to 79f. 50c., at which they closed for the end of the month. 
Railway shares also rose considerably in price. 

The Corps Législatif has terminated its sittings. The bill respecting 
political offences is now passed, but was materially modified by the 
committee. The penalty of death is awarded to any attempt against 
the life of the Emperor and family; offences against the Emperor 
“committed publicly” are punishable by imprisonment varying from 
six months to five years. Any attempt, the object of which is either to 
destroy or change the Government or the order of succession to the 
throne, or to excite the citizens or inhabitants to arm against the 
Imperial authority, is punished with the penalty of transportation to a 
fortified place. : 


‘The trial of the “ foreign correspondents” in the Court of Cassation - 


was signalised by a magnificent speech from M. Berryer, in defence of 
M. Flaudin. He insisted upon the immorality of the existing order of 
things, and the piteous, degraded state to which France was reduced. 
He declared that, after a long life passed in the turmoil of politics, 
he felt that having been arrested on the 2nd of December, on 
which day that “crime” the coup @état was perpetrated, was 
ihe greatest -honour of his whole career. At this period M. 
Berryer burst into tears’, overcome with emotion. He went on to 
say that the accusations brought against Generals Bedeau and 
Lamoricitre were miserable inventions of the police. He had been to 
see those * great men” in their exile, and could vouch that they were 
unswerving friends of mon , order, and society. It would im- 
yj ossible to describe the effect of this phillppic upon the audience. The 
Court made no attempt to interrupt nim. 0. Barrot, Hebert, and 
Dufauie, spoke out quite as boldly as M. Berryer. M. O. Barrot cha- 
racterised the prosecution as an attempt to make the judges accomplices 
in the destruction of the miserable remnant of liberty which, in the 
present abject state of France was yet left. The trial terminated on 
Saturday. The Court has, in the main, confirmed the judgment of the 
tribunal of Correctional Police, which sentenced the prisoners to short 
periods of imprisonment, with trifling fines. 


BELGIUM. 
The King of the Belgians returned to his capital on verre Beye 
Addresses were presented by the various Belgian towns through which he 


passed. The approaching marriage of the Crown Prince to an Austrian 
Archduchess was the subject of congratulation by the municipal autho- 
rities. The King, in replying to this allusion, spoke of the event, which 
he said was not very remote, as one that would create new guarantees 
for Belgium, and fortify its political situation. The marriage—which 
it is said will take place in Augus —was formally announced to the 
Belgian Chambers on Monday. 


GERMANY. 

The Oriental question has strongly occupied the attention of the 
politicians of Vienna and Berlin during the last few days. It was be- 
lieved in Vienna that the necessary steps had been taken for inundating 
the Danubian provinces with Russian troops; and news concerning the 
movements of the English and French fleets was awaited with intense 


anxiety. 
SWITZERLAND. 

Diplomatic relations have been re-established between Austria and 
Switzerland. M. de Buol declares that it was never his intention to 
break them off, but that M. de Karnicki, the Austrian Minister at Berne, 
was only for the moment recalledto Vienna. ‘The attempt to intimidate 
the Swiss Federal Government has thus signally failed. On the with- 
drawal of the Austrian Minister, the Federal Council resolved to issue 
orders to the various cantons, instructing them to fill up the ranks of 
their military contingents at once, and to be prepared to take the field 
at the first call. These warlike preparations are fortunately not now 


needed, 
RUSSIA. 


Letters from St. Petersburg state t) at the lately-contemplated inter- 
view between the Emperors of Russia and Austria is indefinitely post- 
poned. The visit of the Empress to Western Europe is also abandoned. 
The state of affairs in Turkey has caused a coolness between the Courts 
of St. Petersburg and Vienna, 

In consequence of the opening of the Neva, part of the Russian fleet 
has come out from Cronstadt for the purpose of practising evolutions in 
the Baltic. 

TURKEY. 

The negotiations carried on by Prince Menschikoff at Constantinople, 
and the interruption of diplomatic relations between that Russian Envoy 
and the Porte, are events of so much importance that a brief narrative 
of the Russian demands and the causes of the rupture seems called for. 
On the 5th of May Prince Menschikoff obtained from the Porte the 
two firmans which satisfied his demands with reference to the Holy 
Places. But no sooner was that affair brought to a satisfactory 
conclusion than the Russian Envoy proceeded to lay great stress on 
a third demand which had hitherto been left in the background. 
This demand was for a convention to guarantee the privileges of 
the Greek Church in the Ottoman Empire. The first article 
of this convention is. the cause of all that has since occurred. 
It provided * that no change whatever should be introduced in the 
right, privileges, and immunities which have been enjoyed and are now 
possessed ab antiquo by the churches, the religious institutions, and the 
orthodox clergy of the ‘Eastern Church, in the whole extent of the 
dominions of the Ottoman Porte, which is pleased to secure to them all 
such rights, privileges, and immunities on the strict basis of the status 
quo now existing.” This convention, when the note demanding it was 
sent in, was represented as the most important object of the mission ; 
and an answer was required within five days, ‘inasmuch asthe Ambas- 
sador could only consider a longer delay as a want of respect to his 
Government, which would impose on him the most painful necessities.” 
The other articles of the Convention stipulated that the Greek Church 
should constantly be placed on the footing of the most favoured Christian 
nation, and should participate in all favours and privileges granted to 
other churches; that at Jerusalem the relation of Greeks and Latins 
should remain unchanged ; that the two last firmans granted to Russia 
on the Holy Places should be confirmed by the Sultan, and placed under 
the sanction of this treaty ; and that leave should be granted to erect a 
Greek church and hospital at Jerusalem, to be served by Russian priests, 
These propositicns were acceded to by the Porte, with the exception of 
the first. The rejection of that article was the express ground of Prince 
Menschikoff’s departure. 

1f this account should be found in the main authentic, it would 
appear.that the Russian demand did not include. any change in the 
nomination of the Patriarch, nor any overt authority over the clergy, 
nor any interference with the temporal allegiance of the Greek popula- 
tion tothe Porte. ‘he phraseology of the objectionable article is, in 
fact, so mild and guarded, that, without the experience we have of the 
Russian mode of proceeding in the East, its effects would not be at once 
apparent. Turkey is called upom.to promise that no change is to 
take place adverse to the rights, privileges, and immunities of 
the Greek Church in her dominions. She would, probably, not 
hesitate to give that assurance to the whole world; and the 
policy which ean alone prolong her existence as a Government 
is to extend those rights, and to raise her Christian population 
to be the servants and supporters of the Empire. But, when that pro- 
mise is demanded by Russia alone; when it is accompanied by threats, 
and converted from a free gift of toleration into a diplomatic contract, 
the Turkish Ministers recoil from the snare. However mild in form, 
Russia knows that this article, if conceded, would suffice for her purpose. 
The British Ambassador, Lord Stratford de Redcliffe, has considered it 
his imperative duty to make vigorous opposition to the claims of Russia, 
and he has been cordially supported by the French Ambassador. 

Letters from Constantinople state that if Russia resorted to hostili- 
ties the Turkish Government was determined to repel force by force; 
that a Turkish steamer had been despatched to summon the Ottoman 
fleet from the Archipelago to Constantinople, and thence to Egypt, to 
assist in transporting the division of troops which Abbas Pacha has 
ready at the orders of the Sultan; and that the Minister at War had 
sent couriers to the whole of the provinces of the empire to call the na- 
tional militia to arms, and to prepare them to act at the shortest notice. 
The greatest activity was displayed by the Government and the local 
authorities in making preparations, should hostilities unfortunately arise 
out of the present crisis. 

The latest advices give us reason to suppose that the Emperor of 
Russia has moderated his pretensions. He hassent Count Nesselrode to 
Constantinople, to supersede Prince Menschikoff, and the Turkish diffi- 
culty, it is confidently believed, will be pacifically arranged. 


GREECE. 

About a year ago an American missionary, named King, was im 
prisoned by the Greek Government for preaching in public at Athens 
against the dogmas of the Greek religion. On the 13th ult. the United 
States frigate Cumberland, haying on board the Consul, Mr. Marsh, was 
at the Pireus; and it was said that the business of Mr. Marsh was to 
enforce payment of 300,000 drachmas as damages for Mr. King. 


WEST INDIES. 

The state of political affairs at Jamaica has not improved. The various 
branches of the Legislature was still wrangling—the House of Assembly 
having declined further business with the Council. It had been pro- 
rogued to May }7, and is supported by the almost entire voice of the 
people. They claim the right of appropriating the money of their con- 
stituents as they deem proper, but the Council obstinately persists in 
rejecting all money bills containing appropriation clauses. It was thought 
the Assembly would be dissolved. - 

Mr. Barkly, Governor of British Guiana, has left the colony for England 
upon leaye of absence. His administration has been highly successful. 


THE BURMESE WAR. 


By the Overland Mail, we have news from Burmah to the 9th of 
April. The intelligence from the seat of war is extremely unsatisfac- 
tory. The defeat of General Cheape,in his expedition against the 
Burmese Chief, Myah Thoon, has cast a gloom over the troops, who are 
in very bad health. Provisions are very scarce. The Burmese Com- 
missioners have met Captain Phare, and returned to Ava for further 
powers. ‘The Burmese Commissioners haye refused to make the cession 
which we persist in exacting. It appears, accordingly, to be thought 
that we must march upon Ava, and urgent requisitions have been made 
upon the Indian Government for the reinforcements which so exhaust- 
ing a of war inevitably demands. The Medusa was sent to 
Moulmein, with an urgent requisition for more troops. A steam 
frigate was immediately despatched to Calcutta, where she took on 
board a wing of the 2nd European Fusiliers, and immediately returned. 
The other wing is to follow. These reinforcements will be fol- 
lowed up by a still more numerous embarkation of soldiers, 
as soon as they can possibly be dispatched. The bazaars 
of Calcutta are inundated by reports of disasters in Burmah. 
Moulmein, Martaban, and Beling are all threatened by superior forces 
of Burmese, and there is every reason to fear that the small garrisons of 
Sitang and Shoygyn (so distant from any aid) must be also surrounded 
by bodies of the enemy. The garrison of Rangoon, only 800 strong, is 
threatened by a Burmese force, consisting of two bodies of 1500 each. 
The head-quarters at Prome haye been much weakened by the detach- 
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ment of a considerable force to the south to look after Myah Thon,and 
another to the north to form the advance at Meadey. General Steele 
marched up a column from Moulmein to Tongho through the interior, 
Jeaving small garrisons at Beling, Shoygyn, Sitang, and other towns he 
went through. He is now halting at Tongho, within twenty-one marches 
of Ava, with about 800 men. f 


THE REBELLION IN CHINA. 


Our advices from China aredeeply interesting. They confirm the state- 
ment that the English, French, and American ships of w ir present have 
consented to interfere for the protection of Shanghai and Nankin. The 
rebel flotilla, sailing down the Yangtsekiang, had anchored without op- 
position immediately opposite Nankin. The division of the “ revolu- 
tionary army” investing the place by land is stated to be 30,000 strong, 
and increasing. 

Sir Charles Bonham, the British Commissioner at Hong-Kong, 
had left in her Majesty’s steamship Hermes on the 13th of March, for 
Shanghai. Her Majesty’s steam-ship Salamander had also gone 
to Shanghai, and her Majesty’s ship Lily was already there. 
The French war-steamer Cassini, and the United States levia- 
than Susquehanna, have both proceeded up the Yangtsekiang ; 
and Colonel Marshall, the American Commissioner, has  deter- 
mined to place the latter before Nankin. It is acknowledged by 
the Chinese themselves that the loss of Nankin would be the loss of the 
empire. The occupation of Nankin by the “revolutionary army” would 
give the command of the grand canal, and cut off all communications 
between Pekin and the coast provinces between Nankin and Canton. 
At Canton it was understood that, although up to the 18th of March 
Nankin had not been taken, the outer walls had been breached, and 
there was a prospect.of an early capitulation, after which Pekin, the 
capital, would be in imminent danger, as the insurgents would be able 
to stop all supplies of grain from the south. At Shanghai, on the 28th 
of March, a general belief prevailed that the assault had been attended 
with partial, if not entire, success. The force, consisting of several 
foreign vessels, which the Imperial authorities at Shanghai had been 
collecting to convey stores and ammunition to the besieged city, had 
not yet been sent off, and it was now thought unlikely that any 
assistance would arrive there in time, 

On the subject of the popular feeling as to the issue of the struggle, 
private letters tend strongly to show that the ruling dynasty has no real 
hold upon the nation. One writer from Canton says, “* The Chinese with 
whom we come in contact, and who perhaps may be dignified with the 
title of ‘ middle classes,’ express themselves, both here and at Shanghai, 
rather in favour of the revolution than otherwise, and I believe that this 
is the feeling of the masses throughout the country.” An impression 
consequently prevailed that when the capture of Nankin should have 
been effected, the country to the south would pass under the sway of the 
rebels with no other disturbance than would be caused by the displace- 
ment of unpopular local officers. The presence of foreigners among the 
insurgents appears to be confirmed in a letter received by an English 
house from a young man who left this country a few years back. and 
who now writes that he is engaged with them as an artillery officer, 
and that he knows of six others who are likewise active in the seryice. 

The rebel proclamations convey a very favourable idea of the organ- 
ization and character of the movement in progress. The rebel leaders 
have issued stringent proclamations against military officers allowing 
their troops to plunder, and against corrupt civil functionaries. They 
have also issued proclamations for the protection and extension of edu- 
cational establishments, and the encouragement of literature generally. 
The education of women is one of the objects of the insurgents; and 
over the doors of the female schools they have established there is a 
notice posted, “on red paper,” to the effect that they are sacred to the 
sex; and that any men presuming to enter them “in a disorderly 
manner, will be beheaded.” The enlightened tone of their proclama- 


tions is partly attributed to the circumstance of there being among | 


the rebel leaders many members of the ‘Chinese Union ”—a 
literary society, instituted by the late Dr. Guzlaff, for the 
purpose of disseminating a knowledge of the results of European 
civilisation among the Chinese; but it is, doubtless, principally 
due to the high mental culture of a people among whom educa- 
tion in general and literary acquirements are the only passports 
to public employment or distinction. The policy of foreigners interfer- 
ing in the internal affairs of the Chinese empire can scarcely be de- 
fended. he insurrection is a great national movement to get rid of an 
alien dynasty—on far too extended a scale to be erushed by the occu- 
pation of the mouth of a single river by European vessels of war. But, 
even were those vessels sent 400 or 500 miles up the river, so as to check 
the northern progress of the revolutionary forces along the whole of 
their present base lines of operations, and were the revolution alto- 
gether stopped for the present, it is extremely questionable whether the 
bolstering up of the Tartar dynasty would be conducive to the progress 
of enlightenment and the extension of foreign intercourse and commerce 
in the Chinese empire. ss a 

The existing Chinese Government are taking active steps to promote 
the growth of opium ; thus jeopardizing three millions of Indian revenue 
—enother important source of which, the salt duties, is also beginning

An inquiry was going on into 
the causes of the rebellion. ‘Ihe Commissioners sat with open doors, 
and this proceeding had produced a most beneficial effect on the public 
mind.

The Slave-trade of Cuba was brought under the notice of their Lord- 
ships by the Earl of CARLISLE, upon the occasion of presenting a peti- 
tion from the ladies of the island of Jamaica. Lord CLARENDON 
undertook that nothing should be wanting on the part of the Govern- 
ment to bring Spain to her duty. He stated that the present Captain- 
General had received stringent orders from Madrid, and was going 
beyond the letter of the law in the vindication of justice and the per- 
formance of treaties. 

Their Lordships then, upon the motion of the Earl of ABERDEEN, 
concurred in an address to the Crown, praying for inquiry into corrupt 
practices during elections for Maldon. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS.—Monpay. 


Mr. DisrAEui asked whether the Government had given directions to 
the British Admiral at Malta to proceed with the British fleet to the 
Dardanelles? He expressed some apprehension that the Russian fleet 
and force might ariive at the entrance of the Straits in time to pre- 
vent the English or French fleet from entering the Dardanelles. Lord 
J. RUSSELL, in the present state of the relations between Russia and 
Turkey, declined to answer the question. 

The House went again into committee upon the Income-tax Bill, 
when the remaining clauses were agreed to. 

The House then went into committee on the Customs Acts, when the 
reduction of duties upon several minor articles of import was agreed 
to, after a protest from Mr. T. BARING against throwing away revenue 
uselessly, by reducing such duties as those upon anchovies, agates, and 
carnelians. Relief of this kind caused no reduction in the expense of 
collection, and no evident benefit to the consumer or trader.

Lord Lyypuursr moved the second reading of the Alteration of 
Oaths Bill, the object of which is to strike out from the oaths of alle- 
giance, supremacy, and abjuration, all those portions which are inope- 
rative and absurd. He did not propose to make uny alteration which 
would favour the admission of the Jews into Parliament. He there- 
fore retained the words “on the true faith of a Christian” in the bill, 
but entirely ex necessitate, and against his decided conviction on the sub- 
ject. The Earl of Dergy had no objection to the alteration of the 
oaths, but regarded with considerable suspicion the use which might be 
made of such a measure. If the bill were passed by the Peers and sent 
down to the Lower House, in all probability the obnoxious words 
would be struck out by the Commons, and so a second Jew Bill be sent 
up to the Lords at the end of the session. The measure was supported 
by the Earl of ABERDEEN, who declined to give any pledge as to the 
eourse the Government might adopt on the contingency suggested by 
Lord Derby. The bill was read a second time.

THE IRISH CHURCH. 


Mr. G. H. Moore moved for a Select Committee to inquire into the 
ecclesiastical reyenues of Ireland, with the view of ascertaining how far 
they are made applicable to the benefit of the Irish people. It was the 
habit to speak of the Roman Catholic population of Ireland as among 
the most loyal subjects of the Queen. Now the fact was the Irish popu- 
lation was not loyal. There was scarcely a part of the Irish coast where, 
if a fight were to take place off it between an English and an American 
vessel, a very large majority of the lookers-on would not wish the 
Americans to win. There was uo fear either of rebellion or insurrec- 
tion ; but the time might be fast approaching when this empire would 
require the united loyalty of the United Kingdom to maintain her 
honour abroad or protect her at home. He cited political authorities 
of weight against the Irish church, and enlarged upon the evils which 
he attributed to it, upon its vast revenues exacted from Roman Catholics, 
and generally upon the religious policy pursued in Ireland. 

Mr. M. O’ConNELL, who seconded the motion, declared, nevertheless, 
that it wasrash and imprudent, and calculated to damage the cause 
which the hon. member for Mayo had at heart. 

Several Irish members supported the motion ; which was opposed by 
Sir R. Inglis, Mr. Whiteside, and Mr. Newdegate. 

Lord J. RussEvt had once thought that a part of the revenues of the 
Trish church might be given to an education of which all who desired 
might partake ; but he found that a compromise would not be accepted 
by either the Protestant or Roman Catholic party ; he was, therefore, 
free to consider how he could best promote content in Ireland; and he 
was sorry to say that, while he did not consider that the present state 
of things was altogether satisfactory, he saw the greatest difficulty, and 
no small peril, in the alteration proposed. There were only two 
modes in which ecclesiastical equality in Ireland could be ob- 
tained—namely, the total abolition of the revenues of the Esta- 
blished Church, which would strike at the root of all ecclesiastical 
endowments; or, a new distribution of these revenues according 
to numbers, giving the largest portion to the Roman Catholics. But, 
if this were done, ecclesiastical equality would not be effected ; for the 
Roman Catholic clergy—looking at their proceedings in this country, as 
well as in foreign countries, and considering that they were under the 
direction of a foreign head—aimed at a political power which appeared 
to him to be at variance with a due attachment to the Crown of this 
country, to the general cause of liberty, and to the duties which a sub- 
ject of the State should perform. He was convinced that, if the Roman 
Catholic clergy of Ireland had increased power, that power would not be 
exercised in accordance with the general freedom which prevailed in this 
country; he concluded, therefore—unwillingly, but most decidedly— 
that the endowment of the Roman Catholic religion in Ireland, in place 
of the Protestant Church, in connexion with the State, was not an 
object which Parliament ought to sanction. The speech of the noble 


re was loudly cheered, especially by the Conservative members of the 
- House. 


Mr. Bricut regarded the speech of the noble Lord as unworthy of his 
past political reputation and character. The Roman Catholic Liberal 


-members of Ireland would be undeserving of a seat in any senate in the 


world if they did not protest against the monstrous injustice inflicted on 
their country. 


Ifany man complained thatin Ireland Catholic gee and priests had 
too much power over the people, he attributed that entirely to the fact 
that for a long period the legislation of that House had bound priest and 
people together in one bond, and had done much to subject the people to 
whatever there was of unwholesome influence on the part of the priests. 
At the present moment it was impossible for any man ;to travel through 
Ireland, and not perceive that there was one question which poisoned all 
the social relations of that country. Whether in the elections orin any 
other matter, political or social, this one question of the Church establish- 
ment was the pestilent and poisonous question in Ireland, and made it as 
impossible now as for the last 200 years that that country should be in the 

ossession of tranquillity and contentment, which every man, he hoped, 

that House would wish to prevail there.

Mr. I. Burr moved the second readirg of the New Trials (Criminal 
Cases) Bill. 

Lord PALMERSTON opposed the bill. His opinion was that the pre- 
sent state of the law afforded to an innocent man every protection 
against an unjust sentence: judges could reserve points of law; and, 
as to facts, recourse could be had to a quarter where a remission or com- 
mutation of the sentence was never refused in proper cases. If trials 
were considered to be only preliminary, judges and juries would be less 
anxious than at present for the discovery of truth. He moved to defer 
the second reading of the bill for six months. 

Sir G. Grey also opposed the bill. 

Mr. Burr declined to call for a division, and the amendment was 
carried. The bill was consequently lost. 

The third reading of the Judges Exclusion Bill being moved by Lord 
Hotuam, 

Mr. DrumMonD moved to defer it for six months. Referring to the 
benefit heretofore derived from the presence of judicial personages in 
that House, he observed that difficult and complicated questions might 
arise in the next war, which made it of great importance that men of 
first-rate legal ability should be members, who would not, he believed, 
be degraded by appearing in the character of candidates. 

Mr. MAcauLAy said he should vote, with all his heart and soul, for 
the amendment. Upon what ground, he asked, was the bill based? It 
had not been alleged that, during ages, a single evil had arisen from per- 
mitting the Master of the Rolls to have a seat in that House, nor that 
one of the eminent judges who had filled that office had discharged his 
judicial duties inefficiently because he was a member of Parliament. 
He would throw open the House not only to the Judge of the Admiralty 
Court, but to the Lords Justices of Appeal and the Vice-Chancellors, who 
would, in his opinion, add to the credit of that great assembly, and 
render it far more efficient for the discharge of some of its duties. 

Mr. Hume supported the bill, because he considered that the duties of 
the Master of tue Rolls were incompatible with those of a member of 
that House. 

Upon a division, the amendment was carried by 224 against 123; so 
the bill was lost. 

The Combination of Workmen Bill was read a third time.

The Common Lodging-houses Bill was read a third time and passed. 

Lord Lynpuurst moved that the House go into Committee upon the 
Alteration of Oaths Bill. . 

The Earl of ELLENBoROUGH said, however anxious he was to get rid 
of the mummery of the present oaths for members of Parliament, he 
felt persuaded that the present bill, if sent down to the other House, 
would be moulded into such a shape as would admit the Jews to Par- 
liament. He would, therefore, move that the bill be committed this 
day three months. 

The Earl of ABERDEEN supported the bill. 

The Earl of Dersy spoke in favour of the amendment. 

Their Lordships having divided, there appeared—For going into com- 
mittee—Contents, 69; non-contents, 84: majority against the bill, 15. 
The bill was accordingly lost. 

Lord BerneErs withdrew his Poor Removal Bill, at the request of 
Lord Stanley of Alderley, who stated that it was the intention of the 
Government to reconsider the whole law of settlement. 

The Aggravated Assaults Bill was read a third time and passed. 

Their Lordships soom afterwards adjourned. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS.—Tuorspay. 


In reply to Mr. M. Smith, Lord J. Russent stated that, as the measure 
he contemplated relative to the disfranchisment of dockyard electors 
was likely to meet with considerable opposition, he thought it better to 
leave the question until the general subject of the further reform of the 
representution came to be considered. 

Mr. GLApSTONE, in answer to a question from an honourable member, 
stated that £2,360,000 of Exchequer Bills had that day been sent in for 
money ; £237,000 to be exchanged for Exchequer Bonds ; £5,890,000 to 
be exchanged for New Bills, The total is 28,487,000, and £750,000 is still 
outstanding. 

INCOME-TAX BILL. 

The House went into Committee upon the Income-tax with a view of 
considering some postponed clauses relating to Ireland. Upon the 
clause authorising the collection of the Income-tax from the imme liate 
lessors of the property, 

Mr. J. Burr proposed an amendment, so as to assimilate the law of 
Ircland to that of England, and to make it compulsory to levy the tax 
upon tenants with holdings over £15, but not under that amount. 

After some discussion, the committee divided, when the amendment 
was negatived by a majority of 170 to 61. 

The remaining clauses were, after considerable discussion, agreed to, 
and the House resumed. 


customs, &c., ACTS. 

The House then went into Committee upon the Customs, &c., Acts. 

Mr. T. MircnELt moved that the duty on raisins not of British pos- 
sessions, be reduced to 10s. per cwt, as proposed in the first edition of 
the new tariff. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer acceded to the proposition. 

On the proposition that coir, cordage, cables, hemp, &c., be admitted 
duty free, 

Lord J. MANNERS moved, as an amendment, that the original duties 
be retained. 

The CHANCELLOR of the EXcHEQUER resisted the amendment. 

After some discussion, the Committee divided, when the original pro- 
position was carried by a majority of 194 against 68. 

On the proposition that foreign pictures be admitted duty free, 

Lord J. MANNERS oppesed the vote; which, however, on a division, 
was carried by a majority of 186 to 46. 

Several other votes having been agreed to, the House resumed, and 
the Chairman reported progress. 


Monument To Sir Isaac Newton.—The Town-council of 
Grantham have granted a site on St. Peter’s Hill for the erection of a 
statue to the memory of this great philosopher; and have authorised Mr. 
Winter, the ex-Mayor, to lay the resolutions before the Royal Society. It 
is stated that the present time is the most appropriate for the object, as 
the inauguration of the statue cannot take place until 1854, which will be 
exactly 200 years after Sir Isaac Newton entered the Grantham Grammar- 
school. This will be the first national monument erected to the memory 
of Sir Isaac; the one at Westminster having been put up by his family, 
and that at Cambridge at the expense of an individual. 

Essay on Mecuanics’ Institutes.—The prize of £50 and 
the medal offered by the Society of Arts for the best“ Essay on the His- 
tory and Management of Literary, Scientific, and Mechanics’ Institutions 
—and especially how far and in what mannerthey may be developed and 
combined, so as 10 promote the well-being and industry of the country "— 
has been awarded to Mr. James Hole, honorary secretary to the York- 
shire Union of Mechanics’ Institutes. 


Tur Queen's Birtupay AT Vienna.—The ball given by the 
Earl of Westmorland, in honour of her Majesty’s birthday, was honoured 
with the presence of their gg Highnesses the Archduchesses Sophia, 
Hildegarde, and Elizabeth, the Archduke William, Princess Wasa, Duke 
Auguste, and Duchess Clementine of Coburg. The whole corps diplo- 
matique were present, together with the highest civil and military autho- 
rities of the capital. The music ceased at five o’clock. The supper was 
served attwo. There were 450 persons present. The ball-rooms were 
magnificently decorated and brilliantly illuminated ; and the beautiful 
staircase—one of the finest in Vienna—was arranged with a grove of 
charming flowers, extending to the door of the room. 


Tuer Royar Visit To IRELAND.—It is stated that her Majesty, 
on the occasion of her visit, will stay at Parsonstown Castle, the beautiful 
residence of the Eurl of Rosse. It is also confidently rumoured that Kil- 
larney will be honoured with a Royal visit, in which case her Majesty and 
the Royal party will be the guests of the Earl and Countess of Kenmare. 


Exectioys.—Clitheroe : The poll closed on Saturday last, when 
Mr. Aspinwall (Conservative) obtained a majority over Mr. Foot (Liberal) 
of 5—the numbers being 213 to 208. Plymouth : The nomination took 
place on Wednesday, and the polling on Thursday. Mr. G. T. Braine 
(Liberal) and Mr. Roundell Palmer (Liberal Conservative) were the can- 
didates. Ata quarter past one, the pollstood: Palmer, 648; Braine, 643. 

Rara Avis.—A fine specimen of that very rare bird, the shore 
lark, has been lately captured at Filey. The species is a native of North 
America; and although it is, in every distinguishing characteristic. a true 
lark, a lauda, yet it is not found in meadows or open grounds in inland 


districts, its proper habitation being by the sea-shore,and hence its name. 


Only two specimens are known to have been captured before in Great 
Britain. 
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OPENING OF THE FIRST RAILWAY IN INDIA. 


THE time-honoured maxim, that Peace has its triumphs ss well as War, has just 
been exemplified in Western India by the opening of the Great Indian Peninsula 
Railway, on the 16th of April, which must be a memorable day henceforth in the 
annals of the country—memorable as the greatest of battles, and surely more 
glorious. This interesting intell’ gence, which was received by the Overland Mail 
on Monday, is recorded with glowing enthusiasm by the Bombay journals. The 
Overland Telegraph and Courier describes the above event as ‘‘a triumph, to 
which, in comparison, all our victories in the East seem tame and commonplace. 
The opening of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway will be remembered by the 
natives of India when the battle-fields of Plassey, Assaye, Meanee, and Goojerat 
have become the mere landmarks of history. The proud arrays of England have 
conquered, and kept in subjection, hundreds of millions of people, but her power 
‘was never 60 nobly exemplified as on Saturday afternoon (April 16), when the 
long line of carriages, conveying nearly 50 persons, glided smoothly and easily 
away amidst the shouts of assembled thousands. It was then that the immense 
masses of the native popula‘ion paid true and hea:t’elt homage to the power and 
greatness of their European conquerors. The superstitions of ages seemed to 
melt away as the gigantic reality cf steam and mechanism passed before their 
wondering eyes. A locomotive eng'ne conveys an idea of calra concentrated

power. There is no straining at starting: a touch is given, the wheels revolve, 
and the immense mass rolls on without trembling or undulation. The natives 
saw this, and they salaamed the omnipotence of steam as it passed.” 

Before we describe the ceremony of the day, we shall sketch the Railway 
itself. It will be remembered that the first turf was turned at Bombay, on 
the 31st of October, 1850. Very little was done for the first eight months, till 
Messrs. Faviell and Fowler, the contractors, at one end, and Mr. Jackson at the 
other, took mattersin hand. The work appears to have been one of great labour 
and difficulty. In addition to a most trying climate (in which the constitution of 
Mr. Fowler, the partner of Mr. Faviell, as well as that of many of the English 
labourers they took out with them, failed) Mr. Faviell found himself, in March, 
1852, working single-handed, his partner having gone to England for the benefit 
of his health. Mr. Faviell was then dependent principally on native labour: the 
men are scarce, and, in the rice-harvest time, always difficult to manage; altera- 
tion in the arrangement of the work, or strict orders given by the contractor, often 
gave offence, when the men went away in a body of fifty or a hundred at a time. 
It was also difficult to get them to earn their small rate of wage. 

Snakes abounded on the line: the cobra di capello, anda small dark snake were

From the Boree Bunder the Railway proceeds by a very densely-pecpled dis- 
trict, till, skirting along the shore, it passes the lofty precipice of Nowrojee Hill. 
Here the public road twice crosses it at nearly right angles, where huge gates shut 
up the Rajlway, or cut off the public road, according as they are in one position or 
another. After passing under the Mazagon viaduct, opposite the Suddur Awlut, 
the Railway describes a graceful double curve of large radius, and then crosses the 
Byculla road, near the Bishop’s house, and, passing under a viaduct, it reaches the 
flats near the race-course. From the curious gravel-bank called Phipps’s Cart, it 
stretches along the flats to Sion for six miles, in almost a straight line. At Sion 
it passes under the public road and along the base of the hill, on the summit of 
which is an old Marathi fort, and a Portuguese church contiguous. Here it is 
joined by the branch at Mahim, an unimportant fishing village, but likely to 
be transformed by the railway into a busy port. Next, the line sweeps across 
the Sion Marsh, the embanking of which threatened to be very troublesome—the 
material thrown in sinking amongst the mud, which afterwards rose up, forming a 
little island on each side along the line. Here, immediately adjoining, and nearly 
parallel to the railway, we have the Sion-causeway on one side; and full in view 
two miles distant, the magnificent work of the like kind, constructed by Sir Jam- 
setjee Jejeebhoy, and first opened in 1844. The Railway now bends considerably 
to the right, and, passing through a long line of salt-pans, it enters Salsette, 
and encounters the only formidable obstruction on the line—a beautifully wooded 


ridge, traversed by an open cutting, about a mile and a half in length, about one 
hundred and twenty feet across at the widest part, and fifty feet indepth. For 
the next fourteen miles the line is perfectly level, the rails being laid along the 
surface of the ground with merely suflicient embanking to save them from the 
risk of flooding during the rains. The country, for a considerable distance, is 
open on both sides, and the view isextremely beautiful. To the left are the low, 
rocky, wooded ridges of Salsette; woodlands and richly-cultivated fields, 
hamlets and cottages filling up the intervening space. On the right, parallel 
to and close beside the Railway for about eight miles, is the salt water- 
creek called the Tannah River, and just beyond are the magnificent Ghauts. 
The line, on approaching Tannah, becomes embowered under magnificent trees. 
On entering the village, it turns rather quickly round towards the viaduct, by 
which it crosses the river, here divided by a long and rocky island. The channel on 
the Tannah side is narrow, and the arches here are of moderate span. On the 
mainland side the channel is deep and narrow; and an iron bridge, somewhat on 
the tubular plan, 86 feet span, permits the shipping to pass under it. The whole 
viaduct, from shore to shore, including the part over the river, is about 1000 feet 
in length, and the ferry way about 40 feet above the high-water mark. Thence 
the line runs along the base of the hill, at a distance of about three miles, right 
on to the projecting spur of Parsick Point, which it penetrates by a tunnel of 
about 100 yards in length. On the other side the traveller passes for about a

mile along the margin of the Callian River, surrounded by some of the 
most magnificent scenery in the world, when a second tunnel is passed, 
and the village of Callian is soon reached. 

The inauguration, on the 16th of be ad was altogether a most interest- 
ing scene. By half-past three o’clock the majority of the company had 
taken their seats in the train.

At half-past three o’clock, a Royal salute was fired from ‘the ramparts 
of Fort St. George, immediately after which the well-filled train, consist- 
ing of fourteen first, second, and third-class carriages, drawn by three 


locomotive engines, and containing in all, it was said, above five hundred 
persons, started for the terminus at Boree Bunder. : 
Tens of thousands of persons surrounded the spot; and, as the moving 
mass swept along the way, still there were tens of thousands looking on— 
men, women, and children—-perched on wall tops,on the branches of 
trees, even on the masts of Arab buglas along the harbour; from win-

ows and from the tops of temples and of houses; from every eminence 
around the town: finally, when the train had passed the more densely- 
populated parts, still the surrounding fields were studded with spectators. 

Besides the inhabitants of Bombay proper, and the neighbouring 
country, there were in those crowds people from Scinde, from Cabul, from 
Aflghanistan, from Central Asia, from the Persian Gulf, from Arabia, 
and from the East Coast of Africa. 

There is little to describe, particularly to the great majority of our 
readers, in an ordinary railway trip. It is due, however, to those who 
had the task of maturing all the arrangements for the occasion, to say 


that every thing went on smoothly. The train stopped at Sion, going 
out, to allow of the engines being watered. At no time was the speed 
above thirty-five miles an hour, and generally it was much under that. 
On the train approaching Tannah, the crowds lined the sides thickly for 
more than a mile, and were kept in order by the Ghat police. The time 
taken to reach Tannah (twenty-four miles), including the stoppage at 
Sion, was fifty-five minutes. The return trip occupied only forty. 
Arrived at Tannah, the party found, under an immense tent, at once a 
cool retreat and ay ey tiffin. Major Swanson, the Senior Director 
present, took the chair; supported by the Hon. Sir William Yardley,

We subjoin a few additional details of the scenes on the Railway, 
which we have illustrated. , 

‘the terminus now erected on the esplanade, between the native town 
rnd the tort, is but a temporary wooden structure, it being proposed to 
continue the line of rails to the Custom-house. . 

Staticn eid Bridge at Byculla—The girder-bridge over the Railway is 
one of the principal thoroughfares to the outskirts of the town. The 
Hindco t mple to the right in the Sketch has been erected by_a wealthy 
Banian, who hopes by this means to propitiate the gods in his fayour, and 
to obtuin relief trom rheumatic pains. It forms a pretty object in the 
picture ; but native superstition stands a striking contrast to the progress 
of modern art and science. : 

Lmlankment across Sion Marsh, between the Islands Bombay and Salsette. 
—‘ihis View represents the Railway from a hill close to Coola station. 
The embankment over the marsh has been a work of considerable cost, 
owing tors sinking in the soft mud, and the frequent washing away of 
the carth ky the action of the tides. To the right in the distance is seen 
ihe Jamsctjee Causeway, connecting Mahim and Bandora with the 
isiand of hombay. Sion Fort is a conspicuous and picturesque object, 
jormerly an o.d Marathi fort, now a dweiling-place, In the foreground 
are salt-pans, covered at certain periods by sea-water, which, after evapo- 
ration, leaves a deposit of salt. 

Cooria Cutting aud siation.—The cutting here represented is the deepest 
on this portion of the line, being about 50 feet deep and 120 feet from side 
to sice xt the top. ‘The line having crossed the public road to Tannah 
ubout 500 yards before reaching the station, traverses the beautiful island 
of Sualsette. 

Chauthooper Cutting, Salsette-—Ghautkooper is a small village, between 
four and five mais trom the Coorla station, and twelve from Bombay. ‘The 
cutung through Which the line crosses at this point is an extremely hard 
trap, snd has been u work of great labour tu blast. To the right is the 
‘Tannah Water; and beyond, in the extreme distance, rise tlle Ghauts,

is “ Back lay :” the water is shallew, and can only be entered by tishing- 
boats. ‘ihe fort and town are situated on the narrow neck o¢ Jand foru- 
ing the extremity of the “island of Bombay.” ‘The narrow slip of land 
runing iurther out to sea is the island of Collab, which has been joined 
to u.e island of Bombay, within the last few years, by.a solid stone 
embankment. . Phis island runs out to sea upwards of a mile further than 
is embraced in this View: at the extremity is the lighthouse. On the 
other side ¢f the town is the harbour, bounded in the distunce by the 
muiniand of India. The characier of the scenery is magnificently bold 
and picturesque; in the extreme distance are the “ Ghauts "—the northern 
extremity of the chain of mountains runn ng down to Cape Comorin, in 
scme parts called the Neilgerry Hills or Blue Mountains. The Railway 
runs across the plain in the middle distance, beyond the grove of cocoa- 
nut trees, commencing at the harbour. ‘The large native town is 
entirely hidden in this View by this grove of trees. isnormous crowds of 
hatives ussemble on the beach of Back Bay both morning and evening. 
‘he Larsees say their prayers here, standing at the water’s edge and in 
ihe water also. It is a favourite place also with the Luropeans for 
horse exercise.

THE MAHMOUDIEH CANAL. 


Tuis “silent highway” of steam communication between Alexandria 
and Cairo, has of late occupied a prominent position in the intelligence 
usually denominated the “ Siate of Egypt.” From Alexandria, date 
May .6, we learn tat the water in the Mahmoudieh Canal, was 
then exceedingly low; and the Viceroy, Abbas Vacha, had 
caused @ considerable outery by suddenly stopping all steam inter- 
course between Alexandria and Cairo, except for the India mails 
and passengers. The tratlic between the two towns las now risen 
lo cohsiderable importance, and it sutiered much from this suspension. 
Abbas l acha has, howeyer, listened to the protests made by the Euro- 
pean population against this suspension ; and he has found it expedient 
10 cause tie intermediate steamers to ply as usual with cargoes aud pas- 
sengers; and a sufliciency of water has ‘been let into the Mahmouaeh 
Caual for that purpose. 

A Correspondent thus describes his morning journey from Alexandria 
to Cairo :— 

‘Ihe hotels were beset with equestrians, starting off in groups and 
trams—rome lashing and galloping the unfortunate donkeys; while 
others, no amount of cudgeling coul wage onward. At last, however, 
the passengers, ninety in number, reached the Mahmoudieh Canal, little 
more than a mile distant from the Frank quarter, and embarked for 
Atfeh at seven o’clock a.m. ‘he passage is elfected by means 
of two :team-tugs, the property of the Egyptian Transit Com- 
p.ny; breakfast and dinuer of excellent quality being included 
in the passage-money; with, however, Egyptian prices for any extras, 
such as wines, brandy, soda-water, &c. On the banks, on either side, are 
nui.erous mud-huts (of a singular bee-hive form), large tents, and square 
houses; while clumps of the graceful date-palm .and Sheiks’ tombs 
diversify the scene. For many miles this canal resembles a spacious 
river, being vastly wider than any of our canals in England; but a great 
sameness in the scenery prevails, owing to the mud embankinents being 
so much above the level ot the eye as to completely shut out the distant 
landscape. The boats, four in number, are attached to the steam-tugs, 
with a goodly allowance of rope; and, as the wind was blowing 
preity fiesh, the long train drifted over to the Opposite side, thus 
completely obstructing the passage. Several large grain boats, heavily 
Jaden, having great inangular sails, dashed with tremendous iorce against 
our boats, smashing their sides, while we expected every instant to be 
sunk. ‘The Pacha’s men, with long poles and oars, struck violently at the 
other boatmen, many of whom were severely injured ; others jumped over- 
board, dived under the vessels, and escaped to the banks. ‘The uproar was 
truly frightful : from the screaming of whe lady passengers and the shout- 
ing and cursing ef the Arabs, which did not subside until the extent of da- 
mage we had sustained wus known, which, fortunatel , did not pre- 
vent us from pursuing our journey. ‘he Mahmondieh Canal is a 
splendid work ; wide, deep, and river like, having no locks; its high 
embankments serve to protect it from the destructive effects of the inun- 
dation of the Nile, which ofter extends long distance inland. It narrows 
as you approach Atfeh, where it is highly picturesque and beautiful, Here 
the banks are thickly planted with fine acacia trees, the rich green massy 
folage forming a delightful contrast with the curiously-formed mud huts 
of the villages. We arrived at Atfeh at half-past three in the evening, 
having performed the journey of forty miles in eight hours and a half. 

The construction of this Canal commenced in 1819, when Mahmoud Ali 
came to Alexandria to superintend the design being carried into execu- 
tion. Kighteen thousand persons are said to have perished in the under- 
taking, from bad treatment on the part of the Sheiks and soldiery, want 
of proper implements to proceed With the work, and insufficiency of fcod, 
amid unheard-of barbarit.es. ‘The Sheiks of the different provinces were com- 
manded each to furnish a wren number of fellahs, amounting in all to 
313,000. Men, women, and children were made conscripis, being seized 
and bound to labour, night and day, guarded by armed men, in order to 
have the Cenal complete within a given time (six months). ‘Thus, this 
immense multitude of wretched beings died from famine and fatigue.

Amp the roar of Parliamentary warfare, occasioned by the dis- 
cussions on the Budget, and by such noisy polemics as the com- 
parative claims of the Protestant and Roman Catholic Churches 
in Ireland, we must not lose sight of an unobtrusive but highly 
important measure which has within the last few weeks been in- 
troduced into the Legislature. The question of the education of 
the people is hampered by many difficulties. The people of Eng- 
land object to being made virtuous by compulsion. They are as 
crotchety upon the subject as Sir John Falstaff was upon 
logic; and the bare idea of foreing the poor man to send his 
child to school, whether he like it or not, throws the 
over-ardent friends of the liberty of the subject into convulsions, 
Even those children of the poor who are sent out into the streets 
by their wretched parents, to beg and to steal, are to be educated 
by their own consent and that of their parents, or not at all, How 
to deal with these children has long been the most painful and the 
most difficult problem that philanthropists have been called upon 
to solve. The evil was peculiarly distressing, because it was of 
every-day occurrence among the most benevolent and enlightened 
police magistrates of the metropolis and large towns. ‘To 
men like the late excellent Mr. Rushton, of Liverpool, 
it was painful in the extreme to sentence children of 
tender years to prison for begging or pilfering, when the 
fathers and mothers, the real delinquents, were not amenable to 
}unishment. The suggestion, often thrown out by Mr, Rushton 
and others, has at length been taken up in earnest by Lord 
Shaftesbury; and, under his Lordship’s auspices, a Bill has been 
introduced into the House of Lords for the repression of Juvenile 
Mendicancy. We are happy to believe that it will have 
the effect intended; and lead, not only to the eradica- 
tion of this plague-spot of society, but to the education 
of the helpless children whom our 5 oral, legal, and religious 
agencies have no present means of reaching. By the pro- 
visions of Lord Shaftesbury’s Bill, fathers and mothers who send 
their children out to beg in the streets are liable toa month's 
imprisonment and hard labour. This is striking at the root of 
the evil, and will do more to annihilate it than all the reformatory 
prisons for juvenile ofienders which have ever yet been es- 
tablished. But were this all, the measure would be incomplete, 
Lord Shaftesbury has justly considered that it is not enough to 
punish the parents, without doing something for the children. 
The incarceration of the elders would but aggravate the unhappy 
position of the younger branches of a destitute family, and Necessity 
would act the part of a still harsher parent than the human one, and 
again drive the helpless children into the streets. Lord Shaftesbury 
has foreseen this danger; and the second clause of the bill em- 
powers the guardians of the poor to clothe, feed, and educate the 
young mendicants, who may thus be left more hopelessly destitute 
than they were before. The expense incurred in this process will 
remain as a debt to be charged, as in cases of affiliation and de- 
sertion, against the offending parents ; to be recovered from them, 
should their worldly circumstances ever improve to such an extent 
as torender them able to pay it. ‘This is the whole of the bill, 
and, though political and party necessities of a more immediately 
pressing nature have hitherto prevented it from receiving the at- 
tention which it merits, there can be little doubt that it will mect 
With warm and adequate support, and pass unscathed through its 
various stages in both Houses of Parliament. It is not always 
that measures of philanthropy are practically or wisely framed. 
Too often they have nothing but their good intentions to recom- 
mend them. Lord Shaftesbury’s: bill is not of this kind. It 
is as practicable as it is humane ; and will recommend itself to 
the publie the more it is studied. :

The reading of the barometer increased from 29.71 inches at the be- 
ginning of the week to 29.78 inches by 9h. a.m. on May 28th ; decreased 
to 29.75 inches by 3h. p.m. on the same day; increased to 30.04 inches by 
9h. a.m. on the 31st ; decreased to 29.97 inches by 9h. a.m. on June Ist, and 
increased to 30.12 inches by the end of the week. The mean reading for 
the week, at the height ot 82 feet above the sea, was 29.499 inches. The 
weather durng the week has been variable and severe for this season 
of the year, and the mean daily ee irs have ranged from 8° above 
to 4}° below their average values. During the time when the daily tem- 
pratures were above their average values, viz., from May 14th te the 27th 
(with the exception of the 21st, which was slightly in defect), the mean 
excess for the period was 4° daily. The mean temperature of the week 
Was 545°, being 17° below the average of the corresponding week in 
thirty-cight years. The highest reading of the thermometer was 78°, on 
May 27th; and the lowest, 443°, on the 30t!: their difference, 343°, shows the 
range of temperature in the week. The daily ranges of temperature have 
not been so large as in the preceding weeks, the greatest being (27°89) on 
May 27th, the least (81°) on the sist, and the mean for the week 16-19, 
During the thunderstorm on May 29, which :asted from about 10h. 15m. to 
10h. 45m. a.m., the temperature, which was 524° at 9h. a.m., declined to 
48'5°, by 10h. 30m., increased to 50° by 10h. 40m., but at 10h. 55m a.m., 
had regained its former temperature of 524°; and the hail which fell 
remained on the ground in sheltered situations for twenty-five minutes 
after it had ceased falling. Rain fell during the week to the depth of 
0.46inch. The mean reading of the barometer for the month of May, 
reduced to the level of the sea, was 29.651 inches. The mean temperature 
of \he air was 52°7°, being 0°5° below the average of thirty-eight years. 
‘The mean temperature ot the dew point was 47°4°.. The mean degree of 
humidity was 69; complete saturation being i rg by 100. The 
ene gaily range of temperature was 21'7°, and rain fell to the depth 
of 1.8 inch.

Heattu or Lonpon.—During the week ending May 28th, the 
births of 1561 children were registered in the metropolitan districts: of 
these 782 were boys, and 779 were girls. In the eight corresponding weeks 
of the eight preceding years, the average number was 1371. During the 
week 1128 deaths were registered. In the ten corresponding weeks of the 
years 184g—52 the average number was 890, vhich, i: raised in proportion 
to the increase of population, will give a return of 979. The actual result 
is, therefore, in excess of the estimated number by 149. Of zymotic 
diseases 229 deaths are recorded (their average is 191): of these, 5 were 
due to small-pox (its average is 18); to hooping-cough, 55 (its average is 
36) ; todiarrhea, 32 (its average is 12); and to typhus, 53 (its average is 39). 
‘Lo tubercular diseases, 235 (their average is 185): of these, 156 were due to 
consumption (which exceeds its average by 22) ; to diseases of the heart and 
blood vessels, 45 (their average is 37); to diseases of the lungs and other 
organs of respiration, 162 (their average is 116): of these 81 were due to 
bronchites (its average is 44); to pneumonia, 57 (which shows a decided 
decrease, the number of deaths from this disease in the two preceding 
weeks being 86 and 71 respectively). To violence, privation, cold, and in- 
temperance, 33 deaths were attributed. On May 25th a man died from old 
age, in the Greenwich workhouse, at the age of 100 years; and on May 
2st, at 1, Elder-street, Norton-Folgate, a man died frem old age and ex- 
haustion, at the age of 106 years. 


Hospirat FoR ConsuMPTION AND DISEASES OF THE CHEs?. 
—The twelfth anniversary dinner of this admirable charity took place at 
Willis’s-rooms on Wednesday. The Marquis of Westminster took the 
chair ; and was supported by Lord Feversham, Lord Dynevor, and other 
influential friends of the charity. The noble chairman stated that the 


number of persons admitted into the hospital during the past 
year was 443; of whom 292 were discharged relieved, 61 had 
died in the hospital, and 90 remained in the wards. The num- 


ber of out-patients treated during the same period was 3671, and 
the 1otal nuniber relieved since the opening of the new building was 
23,886. The receipts during the year 1852 amounted to £9900. The 
chairman reminded the company that one-eighth of the aggregate 
mortality arose from diseases of the chest, and that there were constantly 
persons perishing to whom aid might be rendered, if the funds were 
adequate. He showed that the experience which the hospital afforded 
of the best mode of treating consumption tended greatly to the 
improvement of medical science as regarded that disease. Asa proof 
of the scientific and useful manner :n which it was conducted, he 
stated that during the whole of the last winter its temperature had 
teen kept up to 61 degrees. But the great event of last year in the 
hisvery of the hospital was, that the managers had invested in the 
;urchase of a quantity of land around it a sum of not less than £15,000. 
‘Lhe appeal of the noble Marquis in aid of the charity was warmly 
responded to, and, in the course of the evening, subscription lists amount- 
ing to nearly £2000 were announced. 


CuarinG-cross Hosrirat.—A_ sermon was preached on Sun- 
day, at St. Paul’s Church, Covent-garden, on behalf of this charity ; whose 
efficiency it is proposed greatly to increase, by enlarged accommodation 
in the hospital for the treatment of “ accidents,” and by visiting patients 
at their own houses. ‘The preacher, the Dean of Manchester, was one of 
its earliest and most active supporters. 


Sr. Marx’s Hosrirar.—The anniversary of this excellent 
institution was held on Monday, at the Londen Tavern. The Lord 
Mayor was the chairman; and a very pleasant evening’s entertainment 
was wound up by a subscription list, amounting to nearly £900. 


FRIEND OF THE CLERGY.—The half-yearly election of pen- 
sioners upon the funds of this excellent institution, took p:ace at the 
London Tavern on Tuesday. ‘There were 129 candidates, the number to 
be elected being ten.

The last eleven years of his professional career have 
been i by Mr. Elder, with eminent success, in the gove:nment of the 
cathedral school at Durham. 


Tue Epucation Birt anp tHE Dissenters.—A deputation 
on the Government Education Hill, consisting of a committee appointed 
by a conference held at Radley’s Hotel, and from the deputies of the 
three denominations of Protestant dissenters, Presbyterian, Independent, 
and Baptist, had an interview with the Earl of Aberdeen, on Wednesday, at 
his official residence in Downing-street.

The total 
number of voters polled since the commencement of the contest is 6091. 
So large a number as 6091 has not polled at any former election for the 
office of Chamberlain ; 5454 voted in 1831, when Sir James Shaw, Lart., 
was elected, the numbers being—For Sir James Shaw, 3447; and for Al- 
derman Waithman, 2007: majority,447._ On Wednesday, at one o’clock, 
the official declaration was made at Guildhall, when the numbers were 
declared as above stated. ‘The Sheriff then retired to the Court of Al- 
dermen. Shortly after, the Lord Mayor, with a large body of tne Court, 
appeared on the hustings ; and the Recorder announced that Sir John Key 
was duly elected Chamberlain for the present year, amidst considerable 
neering. Sir John Key and Mr. Scott then addressed the Livery, after 
which, Sir Johu Key being sworn in, the proceedings terminated.

thereof. 


GRAND REVIEW AT WOOLWICH. 


On Thursday (last week) her Majesty’s Birthday was celebrated by a 
grand Review, a scene from which our Artist has pictured upon the 
next page. 

At ten o’clock the whole ot the troops in the Garrison off duty as- 
sembled in review order, and proceeded to the Common, where they 
were drawn as follows:—The Royal Horse Artillery across the extreme 
top of the Common, facing downwards, under the command of Lieute- 
nant Colonel Strangways ; the Troops of the line extended the whole 
length of the Common, consisting of two battalions of the Foot Artil- 
lery, the right battalion under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Higgins, and the left battalion under the command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Otway ; the Royal Sappers and Miners, under the command of 
Adjutant Fitzroy Somerset, R.E.; the Battalion of Local Pensioners, 
under the command of Staff Officer Major Forbes; the Royal Marines, 
under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Joliffe; two 9-pounder field 
batteries, the gunners dismounted, and three light 6-pounder batteries, 
across the lower part of the Common, under the command of Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Anderson. 

On the formation of the troops into line, the command of the whole 
was taken by Col. Whinyates,Commandant of the garrison. Lord Rag- 
lan, G.C.B., the Duke of Cambridge, the Grand Duke of Mecklenburgh- 
Strelitz, &c., with a number of officers, arrived on the Common about a 
quarter before twelve o’clock. At twelve o'clock, a salute of twenty-one 
guns was fired by the Royal Horse Artillery, and immediately after seven 
guns were fired in quick succession by the Royal Artillery, and a jeu de 
joie commenced from the right to the left of the line. Seven guns were 
then fired in quick succession from the light field batteries, and then a 
second running fire up the front rank and down the rear. Seven guns 
were again fired by the Royal Horse Artillery, followed by a third run- 
ning fire. The whole of the troops then presented arms, and the bands 
played the National Anthem of “God save the Queen.” he troops 
afterwards ordered arms, and took off their caps, and gave three hearty 
cheers, taking the time from the Commandant in front. The Master- 
General and his staff then inspected the troops. On returning to the 
flag-staff, the troops broke into open column to the right, and marched 
past at slow and quicktime. ‘The field batteries remained on the ground, 
and went through the evolutions of a field day. 


GRAND BALL AT THE BRITISH EMBASSY AT PARIS, 


Tue ball of tke British Ambassador, on Tuesday se’nnight, in honour of 
the birthday of Queen Victoria, was, by general admis-ion, the most 
brilliant féte of the season—splendid as have been the entertainments 
given during the late Paris season. Over the gates of the Embassy was 
displayed a design in gas representing the Royal crown of England, 
with the initials “ VY, R.” underneath, and the whole enclosed in a taste- 
ful garland, in which the Rose, the Shamrock, and the Thistle were com- 
bined. Inthe centre of the facade of the hotel, and lighting up the 
whole court, blazed the Star of the Order of the Garter. These tasteful 
illuminations were executed under the superintendence of Mr. Albano, 
of the Board of Works. The whole of the suite of apartments on the 
ground-floor were threwn open, and were quickly filled, for company be- 
gan to arrive a little before ten, and it is said that not less than 2000 
cards had been issued. About 1500 persons were present. — 

Among the visitors (who comprised all the most distinguished persons 
in Paris) were the members of the diplomatic corps and the Ministers 
who had dined with the Ambassador, Princess Mathilde, the Duke and 
Duchess of Hamilton, General Narvaez, General Magnan, Count 
Bacciochi, &c. ; ’ 

The gardens of the Embassy were brilliantly illuminated; and 
when, about eleven o'clock, the drapery which concealed them was sud- 
denly withdrawn, nothing could surpass the beauty of the scene that 
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broke on the eye. The whole garden was brilliantly lighted up; and, 
along the trees and shrubs, coloured lamps were suspended. The effect 
of these variegated lights was charming. A military band, of nearly 
100 musicians, was stationed among the trees, and played select airs, 
in addition to Strauss’s band for the dancing. At the lower end of 
the garden, and surmounting all, might be seen the Royal crown, with 
the same initials as before. The weather was fortunately very fine. 

As there was a throne-room fitted up with great splendour, the 
Emperor was perhaps expected, but if so the expectation was not re- 


alised. The only members of the Emperor’s family who were remarked 
were the Princess Mathilde and Prince Louis Lucien Bonaparte. The ap- 
pearance of the Princess Mathilde, leaning on the arm of Lord Cowley, 
was the signal for the well-known “ Partant pour la Syrie.” Among 
the earlier arrivals was Marshal Narvaez, who looked very well, and 
quite happy. He remained for some time in the gardens admiring the 
effect produced by the display. He remarked to some persons with whom 
he was conversing how with Englishmen the English spirit prevails even 
in their very amusements. It is said that the Marshal, in familiar con- 
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versation, speaks of England and of English institutions with the 
greatest enthusiasm. At one o'clock the supper-rooms were thrown 
open, and in every respect the arrangements for the guests were ad- 
mirable. The refreshments were abundant. ‘There were, to use a City 
phrase, rivers of champagne; and the supper was excellent. No ex- 
pense, indeed, appears to have been spared, and every body was satisfied 
After supper dancing was resumed, and kept up with animation till an 
advanced hour. Lord and Lady Cowley were exceedingly gracious and 
unremitting in their attentions to the company. 
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THE QUEEN’S DRAWINGROOM. 


The Queen held a Drawingroom (the first this season) on Thursday 
éficancon. in St. James’s Palace. 

Her Majesty and his Royal Highness Prince Albert arrived from Buck- 
ingham Palace, escorted by a detachment of the Royal Horse Guards, 
and were received by the Lord Steward, the Lord Chamberlain, the Trea- 
eurer of the Household, the Vice-Chamberlain, and the Comptroller of 
the Household. 

His Royal Highness the Duke of Genoa, their Royal Highnesses the 
Hereditary Grand Duke and Duchess and the Duchess Caroline of Meck- 
lenburgh Strelitz, their Royal Highnesses the Princess Mary and the Duke 
of Can bridge, her Serene Highness the Princess Adelaide of Hohenlohe, 
and his Serene Highness Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar were present 
at the Drawingroom. ‘he Royal Family were received by the Vice- 
Chan. berlain, and conducted to the Queen in the Royal Closet. 

Lefore the Drawingroom, her Majesty. according to annual custom, re- 
ceived a deputation from Christ’s Hospital in the Throne-room. 

‘Ihe deputation, which was ushered to the Royal presence by Sir W. S. 
Martins, Gentleman Usherin Waiting, consisted of Mr. Alderman Thomp- 
son, M.1’, (President), Sir A, J. Dalrymple, Bart., Mr. B. B. Cabbell, M. im 
and Mr. J. Bentley (three of the Governors of the institution); accom- 
iI by the Rev. W. Webster, M.A. (the mathematical master), Mr.

a School, founded by Charles IJ., and was most graciously 
received, 

The Queen condescended to inspect the charts and drawings of the boys, 
and to express her approbation of their performance. 

The hon. corps of Gentlemen-at-Arms were on duty in the s‘ate rooms, 
under the command of the Lieutenant. The sub-officers, Lieut.-Colonel 
Nevill and Major Cooke, were also on duty. 

The Yeomen of the Guard were on duty, 
Exon in Waiting. 

Her Majesty was attended by the Lords and Ladies of the Household. 

‘The Queen wore a train of blue and silyercloth, with gold stars, trimmed 
with gold braid and silver blonde. ‘ 

The petticoat was white net, over white satin, trimmed with gold braid 
and white roses, with green and gold leaves. 

Her ed ’s head-dress was formed of diamonds and feathers. 

Her Royal Highness the Princess Mary of Cambridge wore a b\ue mo‘ré 
antique train, embessed with white flowers, and triinmed with blue. The 
stomacher was of diamonds. Three skirts of blue tulle, embroidered with 
silver, over a blue silk petticoat. 

Her Royal Highness’s head-dress was composed of feathers and a tiara of 
diamonds, of wheat ears, with lace lappets. The necklace and ear-rings 
were diamonds. 

Her Serene Highness the Princess Adelaide of Hohenlohe wore a train 
of white watered silk, brocaded with leaves trimmed with white satin 
ribbon and silver; the stomacher, of silver blonde and blush roses; the 
petticoat of white satin, trimmed with tulle, silver blonde, and blush 
roses. Jhe dress was of English manufacture. The Princess’s head-- 
dress was formed of feathers, roses, and diamonds. 

‘The diplomatic circle was first introduced, and afterwards the general 
circle passed before the throne. 

More than two hundred young ladies were presented to her Majesty on 
this occasion. ‘The dresses were generally extremely magnificent. 

After the Drawingroom, the Queen and the Prince returned 10 Buek- 
ingham Palace; and in the evening honoured the Royal Italian Opera 
with their presence.

The Sverige was decidedly the fayourite, although some of the others 
had their respective admirers. This vessel excited great attention, and 
her merits were variously criticised as she lay at-anchor, being \ery eon- 
spicuous from her size and power amongst her smaller competitors. She 
came from Sweden too late last season to be entered for any greut match ; 
but her fame rests upon a report of a very mysterious match, in which she 
is said to have performed great exploits against the celebrated America. 
She is somewhat similar to the latter vessel in many points, but apparently 
with more internal 2ecommodation, and—as she proved herself yesterday 
under many disadvantages—of very great speed. Her sails did not seem 
large enough for her, and evidently required several alterations. The 
Rosalind is also fashioned somewhat on the American model—a powerfu!, 
full-bodied vessel, with a long bow, sitting well upon the water; and she 
proved herself a vessel of no ordinary capabilities. The Sa ypho is another 
new boat this season, built by Camper, of Gosport. he Vestal was 
launched Jast year by Inman, of Lymington. 
‘The race may be described in ‘a few words. The Commodore fired a 
gun for weighing anchor at seven m nutes to twelve o’clock. The Rosalind 
was by far the smartest in setting sail, and took a commandins lead in 
gallant style. The Sverige was the last off, having got her broa Iside on 
to the tide. The Mayjly had a very narrow escape of fouling a lar; e brig: 
They then stood out to sea in the dollowing order: the Rosalind. Sappho, 
Aayjiy, Violet, Vestal, and Sverige last of all. Nothing calling fur special 
notice took place, except that the Sverige gradually overhauled this others, 
and off Southend took the second place, the Hosalind at the time having a 
lead of nearly two miles. About halfway between the Bligh and Chapman 
Head, the Violet and the Sverige being both on the same tack, had to put 
about to clear a brig, and it was alleged that in so doing the latter fouled 
the former, who immediately hoisted a signal of protest against the Swede. 
The Sverige, after this, slowly gained on the Rosalind. They passed the 
Mouse in the following order :—

The Sappho and Mayfly passed in succession very quickly after the Vestal. 
On the Meteor coming up with the yachts, the Sve, ige had made up her 
ground, and for the last half a dozen miles a most exciting race ensued 
between them, which was increased i the Sverige, about two miles from 
the winning-post, carrying away her foretopmast, just as she was 
taking a decided lead. So close were the two, that as they neared the 
flag-ship ii was thought the Hosalind, being to windward, would be able to 
slip round before her opjonent. The latter, however, was just enough 
a-head to prevent this manoeuvre ; and the Rosalind, in her endeavour to 
avoid a foul, snapped her bowsprit. They rounded the flag as follows :—

ture—for such, from its length, must it be designated—is a mest ani- 
mated embodiment, as it were, of the rollicking tun and whimsicalitics 
of the Roman Carnival. It is instrumen With a piquancy 
of the most exhilarating kind: ever and anon, amidst the tur- 
moil of the throng, an exquisite melody stealing on the ear, indicati: 
that amidst the storm and excitement of the crowd the under-curreut o 
human woe was making its way. Berlioz, it is conceded on all hands, 
is thoroughly original. His iveas are as novel as his forms are fresh. 
His treatment of an orchestra is entirely his own; his acoustical effects 
are Lear & his discovery. His style, in short, is patent; it differs from 
everything that has been heard before; and he calls upon his players 
to perform passages of which they have never had a notion in their ar- 
tistic experience. ‘Then remains the question, is the domain of art 
limited ? and who has marked the boundaries ? 

Great as was the admiration expressed at the marvellous execution of 
the intricacies of the symphony and overture by the band, and willing as 
we are to recognise the astonishing faculty of playing almost at sight, by 
our players, it must be distinctly understood that this performance can 
only be regarded as a rehearsal of the two works. The light and shade 
so necessary to develope the subtle thoughts of Berlioz was assuredly 
wanting. The “March of Pilgrims,” which in Vienna, Berlin, St. 
Petersburgh, Paris, Leipzic, &c., was always rapturously encored, was 
signally deficient in delicacy. The pianissimo opening the movement, 
foilewed by a crescendo of singular etlect, when rightly rendered, could 
not be accomplished with a single rehearsal ; but the spirit of the exe- 
cutants was good. 7. 

A sacred air, ‘‘ The Repose of the Holy Family,” sung by Gardoni, be- 
tween the two orchestral pieces, awakened unanimous enthusiasm, fro.n 
its marked originality and suavity. Admirably sung by the Italian tenor, 
it elicited a most rapturous encore. Asa vocal composer, this specimen 
places Berlioz’s reputation in the most favourable light. 

In the second part, Beethoven’s C minor symphony, Weber's “ Ruler 
of the Spirits” overture, Bottessini's astounding double-bass concerto, 
and airs sung by Gardoni, from Donizetti's “ Favorita,” and by Pischek 
irom Spohr’s * Faust,” under the direction of Costa, who was warmly 
and deservedly greeted, completed this magnificent and memorable

CHESS SOCIETY IN ST. PETERSBURGH. 


The establishment of a ‘‘ Chess Soc’ety”—or, as we should call it, “a 
Chess Club”—in the capi'al of the Russian empire, is an event of far more 
importance than the mere fact would seem toindicate.

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THE CAMP AT CHOBHAM. 


THE great military encampment now in progress of formation on 
Chobham Common, and of which occupation will be made, with all the 
circumstance of war, on the 14th of the present month, has already 
become an object of exciting interest both in this country and on the 
Continent. The length of time that has elapsed, now nearly sixty years, 
since a similar military display took place in England, together with the 
threatening aspect of affairs abroad,seem to give increased significanee to the 
movement, which the timid and assured alike regard a3 a most important 
“note of preparation.” The embryo encampment, of which our Artist 
gives the accompanying Sketch, as it at present appears, already attracts 
numerous Visitors daily to the vicinity, which in all directions abounds 
with rich historical associations of the greatest national interest. Within 
a very short distance on one side lies the far-famed field of Runnymede, 
on which the English Barons extorted Magna Charta from King 


John; and on the other, Chertsey, the celebrated spot at which 
according to some antiquaries, Julius Cesar led the Rom: : 
the Thames. ee tei’, > aimee 

‘The ground chosen for the encampment is of an undulating character, 
and in this respect, from the circumstance of its inequalities increasing 
the danger, is considered admirably adapted to the evolutions of troops ; 
but a considerable portion of it is marsh, which is altogether unsuited to 
military oyerations. We gaye in our last week’s paper a correct list of 
the varius regiments and battalions which are to form the camp, and 
also the order of disposition amongst the troops, which has not since 
undergone any change. In addition, however, to Lieutenant-General 
Lord Seaton, who is to command the Camp, and his Royal Highness the 
Duke of Cambridge the Cayatry, the following * commands” have since 
been distributed by the Commander-in-chief:— 

Pes ~ aay of the First Grigade—Colonel Bentinck of the Coldstream 
uards. 

Conmand of the Second Brigade—General Fane. 

Command of the Third Brigade—Major-Gen. S.r De Lacy Evans, M.P. 

‘The progress of the works, under Colonel Vickers, of the tingineers, has 
been marked by the utmost military precision and despatch. The Camp 
stables, for the private soldiers’ horses of the Life Guards, are 81 feet long 
by 27 feet wide. They are formed of low turf walls, with a trellis-work of 
scotch fir closely entwined, and a canvas roof, supported by poles and 
palyenioet hoop-iron. They are constructed to accommodate thirty-six 

orses each. ‘There are entrances at each end; and down the centre a 
double row of ring-posts are driven into the ground, three feet apart, to 
which the horses will be fastened by their head-ropes. The Dragoon and 
Artillery stables will be each 27 feet longer than these, and contain six 
more horses each. The stables for the officers’ horses occupy a space of 20 
feet by 12 each, and will afford accommodation to eight horses. ‘This is 
certainly an improvement on “ picketing” in the open air, and may be- 
come a Valuable expedient in actual campaigning. With regard to the 
men when the Camp is formed, each regiment will have a mess marquee, 
30 feet in length, for the accommodation of its otficers. Each field otficer 
will have a small separate marquee ; and the other officers * bell tents,” 
similar to those furnished to the troops—about 50 feet in circum- 
ference. One tent will be allowed to every fifteen men of the 
infantry regiments, and to every twelve of the cavalry. A slaughter- 
house and canteen have been erected—both very requisite establishments 
even during a peaceful campaign ; in the forjnerof which amateur butchers 
are instructed in the art of killing and dressing by the Newgate 
market contractors. Some very awkward attempts at cookery charac- 
terised the earlier stages of the bivouac; but, after a little drilling, the 
men became more expert in handling the camp-kettle ; and the science of 
roasting and boiling, and preserving fires in a dormant state is now prac- 
tised with remarkable ingenuity, Lazh soldier is supplied with 3 lb. of 
dry wood per diem for cooking purposes. 

ehave already stated that the troops will be arranged in the form of 
a crescent, and that the lines will exceed three milesin length. In this 
respect the present Camp differs from that which was formed on Bagshot- 
heath in 1798, which was of parallelogram shape; and the remains of 
which are still observable. Near the site of the old encampment is Bag- 
shot Lodge, formerly occupied by her Royal Highness the Duchess of 
Gloucester, and which has been taken, during the encampment, by his 
Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge ; and, it is said, will be the scene 
of a great military banquet on the anniversary of the battle of Waterloo. 

After the lst battalions of Household Troops shall have served for a 
certain period, their places will be supplied by the remaining battalions 
of their respective corps. Every day will be occupied with active service ; 
and, in addition to frequent reviews and sham fights, there will be occa- 
sional “ night surprises,” involving a muster of the whole camp in the 
shortest possible space of time. ‘Lhe formation of pontoon bridges over 
the Jake at Virginia-water will be among the exercises of the troops.

The a: tree pen by Mr. C. Manby, the secretary of the institution, gave 
unqualified satisfaction. 


CHANTILLY RACES. 


Cuantinty, the most charming racing meeting of the Continent, 
this week furnishes us with an Illustration, which may remind 
some of our readers of the verdant ‘“ Pelouse” and picturesque 
race stands of Chantilly, its handsome- little palace set in a crystal 
lake, its noble forest sheltering the quiet little town, and its 
magnificent but vacant stables. hough Paris was visited by heavy 
rain on the morning of the 15th ult., which deterred numbers 
from visiting Chantilly by the special trains, the weather after- 
wards became beautiful, and the fresh green foliage and opening blos- 
soms and spring flowers formed a striking and most agreeable contrast 
not only to spectators, but to horses and jockeys, after the dust and 
gravel encountered in that barrack-yard, the Champs de Mars, during 
the Paris “ Spring Meetings.” 
Since last year the Pelouse and the exercise grounds in the forest 
have fallen into the hands of the Jockey Club, who, by appointing 
a superintendent to keep them in order, and levy a contribution 
upon each horse in training, for necessary expenses, have already im- 
proved the surface, and, in course of time, will put all in good con- 
dition. ‘The main interest of the day’s racing centred in the Prix de 
Diane (the French “ Oaks”) in which Jonyence (who ran third to 
Ethelbert and Pancake for the City and Suburban Handicap, at Ep- 
som), made her début. Her appearance was generally admired, and the 
style in which she won the race raised her position still higher in the 
public opinion. Seven horses started, and Jouvence bore them com- 
pany until two distances from home, when she came away from them 
all in such easy style, that Robert Sherwood, her jockey, finished the 
last twenty lengths of the race patting her on the neck. 

On the 20th the sports were resumed, when six races were run, one of 
which was characterised by a scene :— 
Toute pe Macks of 100f. each ; genes riders ; about seven-eighths 

of a mile.

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Vesuvienne went off at score, Lucetta second, and the pace was such 
that before getting down to the bottom of the hill, there was a lengthened 
tail, of which Pandolfo formed the extremity. Hagley did not reach the 
two leading horses till getting to the top of the hill, when he passed 


Lucetta, but could not catch Vesuvienne: who won cleverly. An amusing | 


finish, en amateur, for the third and fourth places, gave piquancy to a 
very scrambling affair, and the excitement increased when Vesuvienne 
was seen to pitch her rider off in pulling up, and run away to her stable. 
The Count was either unable to stop her, or, unaware of the cords, was 
stripped off the saddle, and received an awkward fall. He jumped up, 
however, and followed the mare a few steps, but she was out of reach, and 
Baron de la Rochette, one of the “ commissioners of courses,” coming up 
in a few moments, caught the mare, and granted the Count a “ dispensa- 
tion ” to walk to the weighing-room, according to the 37th article of the 
“racing laws.” After much excitement and disputation, Vesuvienne was 
declared the winner. Count Peregeaux, though a good deal stunned and 
bruised, received no serious injury. 


Another illustration of the evils arising from the ropes which environ 
French race-courses occurred in the next race, for the Prix des Ecuries 
Handicap. Cendrillon, overpowering the boy in her preparatory canter, 
ran against the cords at the top turn, broke the stirrup leather, pitched 
the boy off, and galloped away into the wood, where she was not caught 
till after the race. The boy received no serious injury. The race «as 
won by M. Leclerc’s Castor (J. Baines), beating M. Aumont’s Hervine 
(Chifney). 


On the 22nd the sport commenced with a Match, made the previous 
evening, for £100 a side; half a mile.

Gladiator, 9 to 1 agst Javelot, 10 to 1 agst Firework, 12 to 1 agst Royal 
Quand Méme, 12 to 1 agst Agar, and 20 te 1 each agst Nettle, Papillon, and 
Tippler. The start was unsatisfactory, Jouvence, however, getting well 
off, though several others lost lengths, and Papillon was left a long wa: 
in the rear. At the stand Ronconi was about three-quarters of a lengt 
first, Nettle being next the cords, and the leading favourites, who had all 
drawn central places, lay in their respective positions. At the reservoir 


Nettle, Moustique, Fitz Gladiator, and the favourite were in the front, 
but down the far side few changes of place occurred. At the bottom of 
the hill, Jouvence had a slivht lead, and many were beginning to tire ; 
and at the top of the hill, Nettle, Firework, Moustique, and Fitz Gla- 
diator were the only horses left with a chance. On coming into straight 
runing, Jouvence defeated Nettle and Fitz Gladiator, and Firework 
took a decided second place. 


A distance and a half from the chair he 


shook him off in three or four strides, and though roused by a few cuts 
of the whip, he could not again reach her, and she went in an easy winner 
by two — Moustique beaten three lengths, and Nettle (who was 
not placed by the judge) two lengths behind him. Jouvence is by Sting 
(by Slane out of Echo, by Emilius), Orville—out of Currency (by St. 
Patrick out of Oxygen, winner of the Oaks, by Emilius). 

The weather, which was magnificent, was interrupted for an hour 
before the racing began by thunder and rain, which passed off, and all 
was again bright and fine during the afternoon. The attendance was as 
full aud fashionable as on any previous Derby-day, and the sport excel- 
lent. Jouvence returns to England, when she will continue to be trained 
by Sherwood for her French engagements, viz—the ‘‘ Brussels Derby,” 
her engagement at Caen, 30th July, &c. Whilst in France, she was 
under the care of Robert Sherwood, who rode her for both the Derby and 
Oaks, which, as we have seen, she won. Prince Mark de Beauveau has 
sold his stud to a racing club (or association), consisting of Messrs 
Aquado-Emanuel de Noilles, Count Komer (a Russian title), and Prince 
E. de Beauveau, an interest in the firm being retained by Prince M. de 
Beauveau. It is reported that a sum of 50,000 francs each, and the ser- 
vices of H. Jennings, as trainer, forms the basis of this racing associa- 
tion. The “turf” is certainly looking up in France. ‘The Emperor 
gave a prize of 2000f., added to a sweepstakes of 50f. each, which was 
won by M. Aumont’s Mika. 

Our Illustration represents the race for the French Derby, the Prix 
du Jockey Club, at the moment when Jouvence gathered herself up to 
win the race. On the right of the engraving is the picturesque tribune 
erected by the Duke D’Aumale in 1847. English race-courses might 
borrow a hint from this building, for there is no reason why our 
grand stands should be entirely devoid of architectural beauty and 
ornament,

Tuis very clever picture is ex- 
hibited at the Royal Academy. It 
represents the interior of an 
humble but industrious home, 
where a mother, probably a widow, 
is at work, surrounded by her fa- 
mily.

BRUNETTA AND PHILLIS.

Mr. Sotomon has produced an 
admirable picture upon the subject 
of an incident in the story of the 
rival beauties so cleverly described 
by Addison, in the ‘“ Spectator :”— 


Phillis was draped in brocade 
more gorgeous and costly than had 
ever before appeared. . . . Bru- 
netta came in a plain black silk, at- 
tended by a negro girl, in a petticoat 
of the same brocade with which 
Phillis was attired This drew the 
attention’ of the whole company, 
upon which the unhappy Phillis 
swooned away.—Spectator, No. 80. 


In this cruel incident female 
weakness is touched and wounded 
in the most sensitive point; an ex- 
pected triumph over a proud ad- 
versary turned into an ignominious 
defeat; and the discomfited one 
has nothing left to do but to swoon, 
or pretend to swoon away. The 
abandon of grief in the unhappy 
Phillis is well expressed ; whilst 
Brunetta actually towers above the 
world in the greatness of her little 
victory. The old stagers at the 
card-table are for a moment startled 
from their usual state of abstrac- 
tion by the unexpected contretemps ; 
the dandy lounging on the sofa 
enjoys it amazingly—it will afford 
a capital bit of gossip at the coffee- 
house next morning; and the 
fiddlers and dancers in the back 
room continue their animated ex- 
ertions, as if nothing had occurred. 
The various figures are full of cha- 
racter ; the colouring rich and de- 
licate, with a lavish use of reflected 
lights. 


FINE ARTS. 


EXHIBITION OF 
STUDIES FROM THE SCHOOLS 
OF ART. 


THE studies by students of the 
Schools of Art now exhibiting at 
Gore House, display considerable 
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improvement upon those of pre- 
vious years. And, although their 
progressis still confined to what con- 
cerns the executive department— 
the manual dexterity, and the know 
ledge and use of materials, which 
are the alphabet of art; it must 
not be thought lightly of; the 
alphabet, the grammar, and the 
copy-book, must be well studied and 
rendered familiar to the student, 
whether in arts or in letters, before 
he can pretend to compose. We 
are glad to observe that, during 
the past year, the directors have 
taken pains to direct the exertions 
of the students in this particular, 
selecting the objects for copying, 
instead of leaving their choice to 
chance or caprice. By no other 
means could a true and intelligible 
comparison be drawn between tlie 
labours of competitors, or the force 
of example be brought to bear 
upon their exertions. Amongst the 
special examples set for copying, 
under the present arrangement, are 
the “Discobolus of Myron,” and 
the “ Pilaster from St. Maria del 
Popolo:” and the drawings pro- 
duced are many Of them extremely 
meritorious. The labours of the 
students in the department of ana- 
tomy and figure-drawing? are also 
likely to receive very material as- 
sistance from a valuable collection 
of studies from the life by Mr. 
Mulready, which formed part of 
the collection of that artist’s 
works exhibited some years ago 
at the Society of Arts, and are 
now lent by him for the use of the 
department. Where the students 
in drawing show themselves most 
proficient is in the copying of ob- 
jects of animal and still life—shells, 
birds, flowers, and other natural 
objects being represented in abund- 
ant variety, with considerable 
truthfulness, and with a good know- 
ledge of colour and style applicable 
to manufacturing purposes. In 
aid of the same branch of design 
are some very excellent studies by 
Mr. Townshend, late master of the 
Class of Comparative Anatomy, 
at Marlborough House. In geome- 
trical designs, and in casts of va- 
rious parts from the human frame, 
there is a goodly display. When 
we come to the application of de- 
sign to manufactures, as we sug- 
gested at the outset, the display is 
less rich and less important. Yet, at 
the same time, there are some ex- 
amples, particularly amongst those 
applicable to printed goods and to 
lace, which display taste and 
practicability of device; and it is 
pleasing to find that encouragement 
has been already given to some of 
them, by their adoption by manu- 
facturing houses for production in 
actual fabrics. Amongst the various 
departments, none, perhaps, is more 
interesting, or more immediately 
applicable in its success, than that 
of drawing and engraving upon 
wood. Many of the specimens of 
ornamental designs for title-pages, 
&c., are of extreme merit : of course 
in what relates to more important 
subjects of an inventive character 
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We shall return again to the Exhibition of choice Cabinet-work, 
which occupies the rooms on the ground-floor, in a future notice. 


SALE OF THE PICTURES OF THE LATE KING LOUIS 


PHILIPPE. 


THE sale of the “Spanish Collection” of pictures belonging to- the 
family of the late King Louis Philippe was b:ought to a close, at Messrs, 
Christie and Manson's, on Saturday week ; and that of the “ Standish 
Collection ” took place on Friday and Saturday last, the 27th and 28th 
ult. Some of the lots disposed of on the 21st ult. were important ones, 
and fetched good prices, A “Si. James,” by Guido—a very fine speci- 
men of the master, noble in character, and pure and nt in 
colouring—was purchased by Mr. Newenhuys, for £710. By Velasquez, 
a fine landscape, with eilect of setting sun—in the background the 
monastery of the Escurial—sold for £410. | Several Murillos closed the 
sale, of which four may be cited as mastcrly specimens of that artist :— 
“St. Thomas de Villanera,” obtained from the convent of St. Thomas, 
at Seville, was sold ;or £710, to Messrs. Graves; “ St. Felix of Can- 
talius,” obtained from a convent at Seville, to Mr. Beauclerck, for £350 ; 
“St. Roderigo, in his Robes, Crowned by an Angel,” from the convent of 
St. Clair, at Madrid, an admirable figure, in richly-wrought ornamentai 
drapery, went cheap, to Mr. Gruner, for £210; and “ St. Catherine,” 
obtained at M: crid, from the Due d’Hijar, was bought by the Duke of 
Cleveland, for £300. 

The Standish Gallery contains many excellent specimens of all schools, 
with a greater number of second-class works. ‘The history of this collec- 
tion is not a little curious. It was formerly the property of Mr. Frank 
Hall Standish. a private gentleman, who had at one time som: idea of 
presenting or bequeathing it to the nation, upon condition of being 
honoured with a Baronetcy in return. The Minister of the day not 
thinking proper to gratify Mr. Standish’s expectations in this respect, 
the latter bequeaihed his collection, together with his library, to 
Louis Philippe, the King of the French, “in order that they might be 
kept tc gether after his death," How signally this object has been dis- 
appoinied by the result is now apparent. Louis Vhilippe carried out 
the wi:hes of the testator to the utmost as long as he was in power, and 
allotted a suite of rvoms in the Louvre for the reception of the Musée 
Standish. The rest is thus told in the introduction to the catalogue :— 

After the revolution of 1848 Mr. Standish’s legacy was restored to the 
KKing, as his private property. Since his death, the children of the King 
uitended to preserve in the family both the | brary and the collection 
of pictures of Mr. Standish, thet they might fulfil, as far as they had the 
ower, the original intention of the legator. With this intention, his 

oyal Highness the Duc D’Aumale purchased, in 1850, the library; and 
another of the Princes, one of the King’s sons, proposed purchasing the 
collection of pictures. But, at the present time, everybody will under- 
stand the Orleans eer being obliged to sell the pictures bequeathed by 
Mr. Frank Hall Standish, as well as the Spanish Gallery, 

Amengst the most remarkable lots in the collection were the follow- 
ing :—By Watteau, a landscape, with figures representing actors of the 
Comedie Italienne, a composition of eight figures, bought by the Marquis 
of Hertford for 700 guiness; Morale’s “ ‘The Virgin Supporting the 
Head of Christ,” a beautiful specimen of this artist’s touching style, 
bought by Messrs. Graves for 52 guineas; by Murillo, the * Infant 
Jesus Sleeping on the Knees of St. Lhomas,” a pleasing composition, was 
bought by Mr. Hoskins for 380 guineas; * Christ after the Flagellation, 
Kinecling on the Ground,” a painful subject, but grandly treated, bought 
by Mr. Hickson for 205 guineas; a portrait of-himself—a head—and 
probally the original study for the celebrated portrait in the Spanish 
Collectiin (that in an. oval with a background of stone work), 
executed with a broad and vigorous pencil, bought by Messrs. 
Graves, for 330 guineas ; a set of four pieces by Van Loo, representing 
“ Painting,” “ Sculpture,” * Architecture,” and “ Music,” and which 
were fornerly in the Chateau de Bellevue, were bought in one jot by 
Mr. Wheeler, for 230 guineas; a very fine Velasquez, “ The Angels 
Appearing to the Shepherds,” was bought by Mr. Bromley for 380 gui- 
neas; and a Vortrait, whole length, of the Infant Don Balthasar 
Carlos, son of Philip 1V. (born 1629, died 1646), a superb example of 
this artist’s unrivalled style in portraiture, was knocked down to Mr. 
Mawson (as was whispered, on behalf of Baron Rothschild), after a 
epirited bidding, for the National Gallery. The works of the English 
schcol are few, but some ef them fetched good prices. A Portrait by 
Gainstorcugh, of a gentleman, small full-length, in a red coat, in a 
garden (a favourite arrangement with that artist), fetched 44 guineas. 
A Sea-shore View in England, by Morland, fetched £94 10s. ; 
and “ The Shipwreck,” by the same, 32 guineas. By D. Roberts were 
four, which sold respectively as follows:—" Interior of the Temple of 
Efen,” with figures, 360 guineas; the ‘‘ Church of St. Helena, at Beth- 
lehem,” 483 guineas; the “Interior of the Mosque of Corduva,” 315 
guineas; and the “ High Altar of the Cathedral of Seville,” 300 guineas. 
Amcngst the cheaper lots disposed of, one deserves recorving: it was 
not catalogued, and was put in as lot 120*, described as by Zurbaran, 
the subject the “ Holy Handkerchief,” with which is connected a well- 
known legend in the kKomish Church—that the Virgin Mary, when fol- 
Jowing Chiist to the place of crucifixion, held a white napkin in her 
hand, upon which the features of our Lord in his agony were impressed, 
the faint outline of them remaining to this day. The picture 
is certainly admirably produced: the pure white colour and deep folds 
of the naj kin are wonderfully executed ; and the pale reflex, in unde- 
ciced colcur, cf tLe Saviour’s features as fine a realisdtion of the sublime 
so11cw of the occasion as we can well conceive. This interesting litule 
Picture was knocked down to Messrs. Graves for the sum of thirty 
shillings! 

‘The total amount of the sale of the Orleans Collection, now concluded,

NEW TOWN, DUMBARTON. 


Tue ancient Royal turgh of Dumbarton having been found insufficient 
for the continued increase of the population, an important addition to 
the town has just been commenced under very favourable circumstances. 
The ceremony of laying the foundation-stone of the new buildings was 
Ferformed with masonic ceremonial on the 20th ult., when the assistance 
of the R. W. Provincial Grand Master, and the craft under his autho- 
rity, were invited by Messrs. Denny, Brothers, to authenticate a most 
benevolent enterprise in which they have engaged, for promoting the 
comfort of the working-classes in the ancient borouzh town. ‘The sur- 
passing beauty of the day, the interesting character of the undertaking, 
the grandeur of the surrounding scenery, the large assemblage of the 
craft, and other associations with their picturesque insignia, enlivened 
by the spirit-stirring music of a dozen fine bands, and a numerous as- 
semblage of youth and beauty, produced a tout ensemble not frequently 
to be witnessed. ‘ 

Brother Sheriff Campbell officiated as the Masonic President, assisted 
by Professor Arnott as his Deputy-Master, and Brother Craig of Middle- 
ton, representing the Lodge of Glasgow, St. John, as substitute Master; 
Brother Miller of St. Mark’s, and Brother Buchanan, the near relative 
of the acting Grand Master, officiating as senior and junior Grand War- 
dens. The nature of the undertaking was shortly and eloquently ex- 
plained by the Rey. P. Grand Master. We were not assembled, he 
said, in such imposing array, to authenticate, according to the rules of 
the “ Royal Art,” the auspicious commencement of some baronial hall, 
some stately cathedral, or noble mansion, but to celebrate the formation 
of a new town for the abode of that intelligent and useful class whose 
numbers have of late been so rupidly increasing. 

The proceedings commenced shortly after eleven o'clock by the formal 
opening of a Grand Lodge in a carefully-guarded apartment of the 
King’s Arms Inn, which was forthwith adjourned for its especial duties, 
and proceeded to the church, where a most appropriate discourse was 
delivered by Brother Gray, preceded and followed by a well-executed 
and impressive chant of the 24th and 100th Psalms. The passage of 
Scripture read was 1 Kings, vii. 13—23 q.v., and the text was in 
Romans, xiv. 10. After the blessing was pronounced, the provost, 
magistrates, aud brethren ‘walked in procession, headed by the fine 
mounted band of the Glasgow Yeomanry Cavalry, or Queen’s Own 
Royal Regiment, to a field to the eastward of the town, where various 
other public bodies were assembled to take part in the ceremonial— 
when, being all properly marshalled, the procession passe» along the 
principal street of Dumbarton, westward, and along the bridge tu the 
site ef theintended buildings.

Mark’s, who acted as Grand Treasurer, to produce the engraved plate, 
coins, and masonic documents, which were accordingly exhibited in a 
hermetically-sealed bottle, and who also read-the inscription on the 
plate to above four thousand spectators, after which 1t was deposited 
within the cavity prepared for its reception ; thestone was laid, and the 
ceremonial completed. 

The Grand Lodge now taking precedence, returned in reversed order 
to the King’s Arms, and was there duly closed; after which, the whole 
of the masonic bodies, with a liberality altogether unexampled, were 
entertained at a sumptuous dinner, under the au-pices of the Lodge 
Dumbarton, St. John’s, Kilwinning, and the Presideucy of the Pro-

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE AT WATFORD. 


On Thursday (last week) a fire broke out in the town of Watford, which 
reduced to a heap of ruins the old building used as the Corn Exchange 
and Market-house. Onthe alarm being given, it wasrecollected that about 
23 years since every house opposite the premises on fire was destroyed b 
a similar » isfortune ; and the Market-house was then partially destroyed. 
‘The authorities, fearing the recurrence of « like calamity, and profiting 
by proximity to the London and North-Western Railway. sent an elee- 
tric telegraph message to London for the aid of the tire Brigade engines. 
‘Iwo engines were, by order of Mr. Braidwood, the ee , de- 
spatched to Eusten-scuare, for the purpose of proceeding by a special 
Uiain to the scene of the conflagration. | Fi 

Notwithstencing this preeaution, at noon next day the ruins were still 
emitting +!-ccts of fire, and some hours elapsed before the fire was wholly 
extinguirhed. ‘The damage done may be thus described. The Market- 
house burt down ; the contents, consisting of 90 quarters of wheat, 100 
quarters of cats, anda conaiderable quantity of barley, and other produce, 
Gcstroyec, Ihe premises of Mrs. Taylor, the Hing’s Head Hotel, much 
dumsgcd by freund water. ‘lhe Spread Eagle Hotel, kept by Mr. Coul- 
ten, bed tLe windows demolished and shutters burnt. The premises of 
Myr.

On removing the 
lid of this coflin (which had not been 
soldered), the remains ot a human 
form were found; the skull de- 
noting them to be those of a child, 
pronounced by Mr. Capes, a medical 
gentleman of the neighbourhood, to 
have been about the age of eight 
years. ‘There were but slight re- 
mains of the lower parts of the 
body ; and, on a careful examina- 
tion of the contents of the coffin, no 
traces of body ornaments were 
found. 

The kg va ame was at once pro- 
nounced te of Pagan workman- 
ship, of the late Roman period. It 
has been removed to the British 
Museum, to be added to the collec- 
tion of British antiquities; so that, 
in a few days, the curious may gra- 
tify themselves by an inspection of 
this sepulchral relic.

DISCOVERY OF A ROMAN SARCOPHAGUS. 


On Tuesday (last week), as some workmen were excavating for the foun- 
dations of a warehouse, near _Haydon-square, Minories, they struck upon 
a large stone, which soon proved to be the lid of a chest, or Sarcophagus, 
about 5ft. 2in. in length, 2ft. breadth, and about 3ft. depth. It appeared 
to have been formed for placing in a wall, as one side of the lid and face is 
without moulding or decoration. The stone was in a very soft state, 
from its having been long imbedded in the earth; but, as the surface 
hardens, it may be cleaned, and the design will thus be more clearly ap- 
preciated. The lid, or cover, was firmly fastened by four iron clamps; 
and it is much to be regretted that ate portion of the lid was broken by 
the labourers, at the time of the finding;with the notion of concealed 
treasure. 

The Sarcophagus was removed to the neighbouring Church of the Holy 
Trinity, as the most appropriate depository for such a relic; and on 
Monday last the cist was opened, in the presence of a number of the 
parishioners and several archeologists, who had been invited by the 
worthy incumbent, the Rey. Mr. Hill. 

Among the visitors were Mr. Hawkins, of the British Museum; 
Mr. Charles Roach Smith, who possesses a rich collection of relics of 
Roman London; and Mr. Akerman, Secretary of the Society of 
Antiquaries. Only two of the clamps were removed in order to 
raise the lid, a great part of which was broken; and the two other 
clamps remain as they were found, fastened. Each of the ends of the 
cist is sculptured with a basket containing fruit. The front is 
ornamented by a number of bands, formed by a reed, or ogee
